\Nhat you may not know about.. 

Down Town Allen 


D own Town Allen is the most accom¬ 
plished West Virginia-bred mare in 
history by number of stakes wins (18 
or 19, depending on the source, as a few, 
including Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred, count 
the Ann Hilton Handicap last September). 
She is the creation of John Casey, who 
planned the mating, bred her, and owns 
and trains the daughter of the Casey fam¬ 
ily’s stalhon Windsor Casde. Based at 
Charles Town, the 7-year-old mare is in 
the midst of another stellar season, hav¬ 
ing won all three starts, including two 
stakes, through Aug. 1. She needs less than 
$20,000 to surpass Juke B as the richest 
state-bred female runner. 

Casey recentiy took time with Cindy 
Deubler to reveal a few personal facts 
about his stable star: 


How tall is she? 

16.1 or 16.2 hands 

What size shoe does she wear? 

Size 6 

Who is her regular groom? Exercise 
rider? 

Her groom is Mike Mumaw, and Kristy 
(Petty, Casey’s girlfriend) is her exercise 
rider. 

How did you come up with her name? 

When she was born, we couldn’t think 
of a name for her, so Kristy and I named 
her for our tittle boy Allen. The other 
part comes from her mother’s name Like 
Down Town. 

Any barn/pet names? 

No, just ‘Allen.” 


What is her personality? 

She’s pretty laid back, doesn’t get too 
excited about things. She’s tough to gallop 
though-she trains hard, pulls hard and 
loves to train. Kristy sometimes comes 
back out of breath. 

Does she have a best friend? 

Kristy is her best buddy. If Kristy is 
standing in the shedrow, Allen won’t walk 
past her. 

Does she have any favorite treats? 

Glazed donuts. . . she also loves carrots 
and the red Gatorade. When she walks 
around the shedrow, she won’t walk past 
the tackroom door until she gets a glazed 
donut. I go to the market every day and 
get a dozen donuts. Some days she’U eat 
10. She’ll hold everything up until she gets 
her donut. 

We have to cut the Gatorade off a few 
days before race time. I don’t think there 
is anything in them, but with aU the tests 
now, you got to make sure this is nothing 
in there. 



Does she get any special treatment? 
She’s the queen. 

What is a typical day of training for 
her? 

She’s the first one out every morning, 
she’s usually the first on the track. 

Does she get time off out at the farm, 
and if so, does she have pasture 
buddies? 

Every winter I turn her out. When on 
the farm, she has her own paddock and 
goes out by herself When it’s warm, she 
goes out aU night, when cold, she goes 
out in the day. 

Were you with her the day she was 
born (April 5, 2007)? 

I was there, we foal them all, but 
I really don’t remember anything in 
particular about it. 


Totally a Champion 

Sabrina Moore’s My Fantastic Lady, a 6-year-oid Pennsyivania-bred 
daughter of former Maryiand staiiion Fantasticat, was crowned overall 
champion at the third annuai Totaiiy Thoroughbred Fiorse Show, heid on the 
infieid of Pimlico Race Course Juiy 13. 

Ridden by Courtney Sommers, My Fantastic Lady accumuiated the most 
points after winning three ciasses: Novice Flunter, Novice Fiunter Waik/Trot/ 
Canter and Novice Fiunter Ciassic. 

“She was a morning giory as a racehorse,” said Moore. “She did 
everything perfect in the morning. We tried her short and iong and we tried 
her on the grass... she just wasn’t competitive. My mom ioves her, though, 
and we were determined to keep her.” 

The show drew 343 entries in 16 classes. 
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Mid-Atlantic connections at summer yearling sales 


T wenty yearlings bred in the Mid- 
Atlantic region sold through this 
summer’s Fasig-Tipton sales in 
Kentucky and New York. Nine were 
foaled in Virginia; six in Pennsylvania; 
three, Maryland; and two, West Virginia. 
The six sold at the Saratoga select sale 
August 4 and 5 averaged $269,167. The 
Kentucky sale, July 14, saw 14 sell for an 
average of $89,286. 

The most expensive was a $610,000 
Malibu Moon filly at Saratoga. Bred by 
Brushwood Stable, she sold through 
the Eaton Sales consignment. The bay 
filly is the first foal for the winning 
mare Trail Magic, a daughter of Indian 
Charhe and half-sister to Grade 1- 
winning milhonaire Sweet Talker and 
multiple graded stakes winner Silver 
Medallion. Brushwood had purchased 
Trail Magic as a yearling at Keeneland 
in 2008 for $725,000. Moran’s advisor 
Reiley McDonald at Eaton Sales called the 
Malibu Moon yearhng a standout. 

“To sell well at Saratoga you need to 
have conformation,” he said, “and then 
one of two other ingredients - sire or 
mare. You don’t need both, but when you 
have both things go really well.” 

Moran’s filly brought both into the 
ring and she sold to Highland Yard, a 
California-based operation with divisions 
in Kentucky and England. Headed by 
Lindsay LaRoche, the stable also has 
horses with trainer Christophe Clement 
in New York. McDonald said the Malibu 
Moon fiUy headed to Saratoga because of 
her development. 

“This was a big, forward filly and we 
thought physically she fit at Saratoga quite 
well,” he said. “It turned out to be perfect.” 

Marylander Charhe NoeU was part of a 
big sale at Saratoga as a Tapit fiUy owned 
by Mertiebelle Stable brought $1 million, 
the third-highest in the two-night sale, on 
a bid by Regis Farm. 

Mertiebelle is a parmership of NoeU 
and John Moores and the sale was part 
of a growing business that includes 
farms in Kentucky, Maryland and Ireland. 
Mertiebelle bought the Tapit filly for 
$550,000 as a weanhng at Keeneland 
November. While in the racing game with 
flat horses and steeplechasers, the partners 
opted to sell the Kenmcky-bred based on 
her potential value. 


‘We never felt hke this was something 
we had to seU and there was some reluctance 
to seU her when we did,” said John Stuart, 
whose Bluegrass Thoroughbred Services 
consigned the filly. ‘We are scouring the 
world looking for fiUies to race and to 
breed from that are of the highest quality. 
She’s a quality filly, but we’re focused more 
on buying proven horses. Mertiebelle is a 
business and when you’re in a position to 
to make a profit you’ve got to.” 

Stuart raved about the filly’s physical 
progress going into the sale. 


“She was outstanding when we bought 
her,” he said, “and she grew up to be a big, 
strong, rugged, aggressive type. We didn’t 
reaUy have to do anything with her. We 
took care of her, she took care of herself 
and grew up. And let’s face it, with Tapit as 
a sire people were going to pay attention 
to her.” 

Stuart also sold two yearhngs for 
Maryland breeder CaroUne Stautberg, a 
$290,000 Malibu Moon colt and a $90,000 
Gio Ponti colt.

B etween 2003 and 2013, national handle on racing fell more than 28 percent, 

according to The Jockey Club. Purses, meanwhile, grew by nearly 7 percent. That 
means that purses are nearly 50 percent higher today than handle trends suggest 
they should be. 

The reason, of course, is the money pumped into racing by slot machines and other 
alternative gaming. 

That this is so came into clearer focus in July when, shortly after the biggest days 
of their respective seasons, both Delaware Park and Monmouth Park announced they 
would cut purses for the duration of their meets. 

The reasons are a tangled web, and Monmouth's purses, urdike Delaware's, receive 
nothing from slot machines. But both tracks operate in a region where most of their 
competitors have slots-enhanced purses, a fact which profoundly alters the racing 
landscape. 

Quite simply, there are more racetracks carding more races-and competing, in an 
era of declining foal crops, for fewer horses-than demand would dictate. 

And that points to what is becoming racing's next big challenge, regionally and 
nationally: maintaining the ability to stand on its own two feet. 

The sport has spent much of the last decade working to expand gaming, and to 
guarantee itself a share of the proceeds. 

That's good news for horsemen and breeders in those states, like Pennsylvania, West 
Virginia, and now Maryland, where slot and other casino revenues support racing; it's 
less good for industry participants in states hke New Jersey, Virginia, and Kentucky, 
where tough competition from gaming-enhanced rivals has put the squee 2 e on the 
racing industry. 

What's more, pohticians being politicians, the combination of declining handle, 
empty grandstands, and large chunks of money flowing through state coffers and then 
out to the horse racing industry is an irresistible one. 

“The money that comes to the racing industry from gaming is basically a state 
grant," Maryland Jockey Club president Tom Chuckas told The Racing Bi^^ 'm an interview. 

And of course, what the state giveth, it can taketh away. In most slots states, some 
politicians have begun trying, with varying degrees of success, to claw back some of the 
money coming to the industry. 

Indeed, it's not hard to see a day where racing's support from other gaming is 
substantially smaller than it is today.

G rady. It’s a simple name: masculine, 
rugged, strong. It sounds like a good 
name for a boxer. . . a ranch hand. . . 
a longshoreman. Or a racehorse who made 
104 starts and ran until he was 11 years old. 

Now 19, Grady is still one tough hom- 
bre. And according to owner Andi Puckett, 
it’s always been that way. 

The son of Prospectors Gamble— 
Petadear, by Subpet, was bred by Hart 
Farm in Florida but began his career at 
Hollywood Park as a precocious 2-year-old 
for owners Irish American Thoroughbreds 
and O’Leary’s Irish Farms. Trained by 
Randy Bradshaw, Grady broke his maiden 
in his third start on Aug. 24,1997, at Santa 
Fe, winning the Indian Nations Futurity 
Cup which offered an impressive purse of 
$571,647. Not only did he bank $274,396 
that day, but finishing lengths behind 
him in third was eventual 1998 Kentucky 
Derby and Preakness winner Real Quiet. 

The horse’s lifetime past performance 
chart has a distinct “George Washington 
Slept Here” quahty. He was all over 
Southern California from 1997 to 2000, 
as claims shuttled him from Bradshaw 


through the barns of Jenine Sahadi, Mike 
Mitchell, Bob Hess and Peter Burton. 
Hess claimed him back for owner Roddy 
Valente in November 2000 and a month 
later Grady won the Albany Handicap at 
Golden Gate Fields for his new connec¬ 
tions. It would be his last start on the West 
Coast. 

Valente sent him to the barn of Bruce 
Levine in New York at the beginning of 
2001. Grady was consistently competitive 
in allowance and claiming company for 
the pair throughout that year. After a brief 
freshening in early 2002, Valente sent him 
to trainer Ron Dandy at Suffolk Downs. 

“I rode up at Suffolk during the mid 
1980s and knew Ron; he was a good horse¬ 
man,” Puckett said. “When we looked to 
claim Grady, he hadn’t been running great 
but I knew Ron wouldn’t have beat him up. 
I wanted him mostly because of his past. 
Here was a classy old gelding, and I vowed 
that day that I would get him and I would 
retire him one day. He wasn’t saying he 
needed to be retired at all at that time. He 
was sound, he loved what he did. He was 
100 percent racehorse.” 


Puckett claimed him from Dandy and 
Valente at Laurel Park on Dec. 4, 2003. 
With husband Dwight as trainer, Grady 
ran in the name of their Pilot’s Cove Farm. 

“When we got him he was just a can¬ 
tankerous old man,” Andi said. “I would 
gallop him and the only time he really got 
worked up was when he knew we were 
going to work. We put bhnkers on him 
and he would just jig-jog, back up, gallop 
sideways to the pole. It was just ridiculous 
for an old horse who had run so many 
times. And then I would break him off and 
he wouldn’t go anywhere. If there wasn’t a 
horse in front of him to run at he just kind 
of spit it, and I would wonder if I could 
get him out of a two-minute Hck. But once 
he spotted somebody out front, then he 
would just take off” 

He was sohd and useful for them at the 
Maryland tracks, but in May 2004, at age 
9, he again became a commodity in the 
claim box. He bounced through barns a 
few times before the Pucketts were able to 
claim him back, lose him again, and even¬ 
tually get him back for good. 

Grady headed to retirement at Pilot’s 
Cove, 129 acres in Southern Maryland near 
the banks of the Potomac River, after his 
last start on June 4, 2006. Still sound, the 
11-year-old multiple stakes winner had 
amassed a record of 104-15-22-19 and 
$785,436 earned. 

One of the first things Andi did after 
bringing the gelding home was contact 
several of his previous trainers and owners. 

“I acmaUy talked to Randy Bradshaw 
after I retired him. He was very grateful; 
we laughed out loud about him and he said 
‘Oh I loved that horse.’ We talked about the 
Indian Nations Futurity. Randy said Grady 
had dropped the rider the day before, got 
loose during the post parade. He said 
he was all over the place, out of control 
during the first part of that race; tried to 
bolt. I said Well you know, he hasn’t really 
changed much.’ ” 

The Washington Thoroughbred 
Breeders and Owners Association pub¬ 
lished an article about Grady not long after 
his career ended. The editor contacted 
Andi and informed her that the horse’s 
original owners had gotten in touch in an 
effort to track him down. 

“The editor asked if she could give them 
my email. They were in Texas, so I sent 
photos. They had been frantic because he 
had fallen off their radar and they didn’t 
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know what happened to him. They ended up flying up to visit. 
We’re great friends now; they acmally bought four of our young 
horses a few years ago and took them back to Texas. Fm in touch 
with them all the time.” 

Grady was recently at the center of a bizarre case of mistaken 
identity that caused Andi a great deal of consternation. The blog 
Off-Track Thoroughbreds had picked up a story about a woman 
in Ohio who had purchased an OTTB named Grady from an ad 
on craigshst for $700. The woman, a college professor and cancer 
survivor, was told he was a multiple stakes winner of the Indian 
Nations Futurity who had made nearly $800,000 in more than 
100 starts. 

Dawn Mellon of Bran Jam Stable, one of Grady’s former own¬ 
ers, contacted Andi and relayed the story. Mellon already knew 
that the gelding was safely and happily retired with the Pucketts 
but felt Andi might want to get to the bottom of the issue. 

contacted Susan Salk, editor of the blog, and told her this 
was obviously the wrong horse. I wanted it corrected and didn’t 
want people thinking that I had sold him or that he was mis¬ 
treated in any way. She called back, saying the woman in Ohio was 
pretty sure she had the real Grady. I said Well, I have the papers, 
we raced him, we retired him. She has the wrong horse.’” 

Salk asked Andi for a photo of Grady’s papers. When Andi 
obliged, Salk asked if she would mind speaking with the owner 
of the ‘‘mystery Grady” and perhaps help the woman determine 
the identity of her purchase. 

The conversation revealed few similarities between the two 
horses. The horse in Ohio is a sweet, kind, tall bay with a blaze 
face. Grady, maybe 15.3 on a good day, has no white hairs any¬ 
where. 

“And I told her ‘You’ve got the right Grady for you. My Grady 
isn’t gonna give your kids or grandkids any bareback rides!’” 

And that’s fine with Andi. She tried different ideas and options 
for his new life at the farm, none of which took root. He was 
“horrified” of ground poles and didn’t want to jump. He’d com¬ 
plete a few circles on the longe line and then stop and look at 
Andi as if to say “Really? This is just stupid.” 

“So I figured I’d just ride him,” she said. ‘We went into the ring, 
and he wouldn’t move forward. He was content on his own. He 
trained himself out in the paddock every day. He sure didn’t owe 
us anything, so I didn’t push it. Now I’ll tack him up and take a 
stroll around the farm, and he’s happy doing that.” 

Thinking he might enjoy mrnout with a friend, she put him 
out with her kids’ Shetland pony. Twinkle. That lasted peacefully 
for about a month before wee Twinkle was picked up and flung 
across the paddock one day. A larger buddy didn’t seem to deter 
Grady, and after about the same amount of time he would decide 
to whup up on whomever happened to be sharing his space. 

Grady has been in solitary confinement ever since. 

“People have suggested that I turn him out with one of my 
mares, but it’s not worth anybody else getting hurt. He’s just going 
to have to live like a stallion. And he’s fine; he’s happy. He can see 
other fields of horses from his paddock. He does Live next door 
to my big Quarter Horse, and they can visit over their screens. So 
he’s got horse friends, but he just can’t go out and play with them. 
That’s just him. And I think that’s why he ran the way he did.” ^

Carrying on, 
with grace, 
in the Voss barn 


G ary Murray will be on the farm 
in Maryland, trying to get 
something done about a horse, 
a piece of equipment, a fencepost, 
anything and he’U see Tom Voss. 

‘‘I see him every day at home on the 
farm, in a tractor shed grumbling about 
something, trying to fix something 
that’s broken 15 times,” said Murray, 
Voss’ son-in-law, on a Tuesday morning 
at Saratoga. ‘‘I might try to do the same 
things he did, but I don’t have the same 
skills as Tom.” 

Murray’s wife, Voss’ daughter 
Elizabeth, will be aboard The Looper (a 
flat horse turned steeplechaser turned 
lead pony) and headed out with a set 
and she’ll feel her father. 

The barn at Saratoga’s Oklahoma 
Annex looked the same this summer 
with its yellow webbings, buckets, tubs 
and trunks, its containers of mints, its 
scrappy terrier by the tackroom, its row 
of weU-cared-for horses. The shedrow 
was still dirty without being sloppy, neat 
without being fastidious, workmanlike 
but first class. There’s a coffee machine 
Tom Voss would love, and hate, but 
otherwise it’s his barn. 

‘‘I feel like he’s everywhere here,” 
Elizabeth said early in the Saratoga 
meet. ‘We thought about not coming 
up here, but I thought it would be 
harder not to. Being up here is really 
nice. It’s a beautiful place, it’s my 
favorite track and he loved the place.” 

Trainer and lifelong Marylander 
Tom Voss died in January at 63, 
abruptly leaving a farm and a business 
and a racing stable to carry on, or not. 
Elizabeth and Gary took up the reins. 
The horses —flat and steeplechase —run 
in her name. They got started tepidly, 
winning two jump races in the spring. 
Imperial Way just missed in the 
Maryland Hunt Cup, a race run in 
Tom’s memory this year. Elizabeth 
helped present the trophy. 


Early on at Saratoga, something of a 
second home to the Vosses, Kingdom 
lost by a nose in the Jonathan Kiser 
Memorial novice stakes, a race named 
after Tom’s best jockey who died in 
2000. A week later, you could almost 
feel Tom helping Makari (GB) put his 
nose down at the right time and win 
the $100,000 

A.P. Smithwick-NSAl Aug. 31. There 
were tears, hugs, smiles, some thunder 
in the sky. 

Tom Voss called HaU of Fame jump 
jockey Paddy Smithwick something 
of a second father, Voss loved to win 
the Saratoga stakes —and did so in 
1980, 1987, 1997 and 2003. The man’s 
daughter won it on her first try. 

The moment tells you something 
about horse people, about the effort 
and heart and care they put into this 
crazy game. Elizabeth didn’t want to be 
a trainer, but here she is. 

‘T never saw myself doing this, but I 
love it,” she said. “I love being on the 
farm and being with the horses. I’m 
very happy to be out there every day 
with the horses, but it’s not something I 
wanted to do.” 

She and her husband carry on, 
making the farm go with the help 
of a loyal crew, restocking the stalls, 
cultivating potential owners and 
following in big footprints. 

‘Tf I’m ever stumped with something 
at the farm I ask myself What would 
Tom do?’ I try to take a minute and 
think about it and it usually comes to 
me,” Gary said. “He wouldn’t call the 
vet here, he would wait; or this horse, 
he’d train him an easy day or two and 
see how he is. I spent two years with 
him, two wonderful years. You learn 
more in two years with him than 20 
years on your own. He kept it so simple 
really, it was all common sense.”

The lore, and lure, 
of Maryland’s 
racing culture 

Filmmaker crafting documentary 
on history of staters Thoroughbred industry 



ore than 20 years since W Drew Perkins left school¬ 
teaching, he’s stiU engaging pupils. 

Where he once used chalk and blackboard, Perkins 
now prods the ghosts of history with lens and microphone. The 
documentarian has won Capital Emmy Awards for works cov¬ 
ering the War of 1812 and building of the Martin Luther King 
Jr. Memorial, has made films on Robert E. Lee, the Tuskegee 
airmen, J. William Fulbright, the nation’s first black college fra¬ 
ternity and sorority, and Maryland steeplechasing. That 2008 
picture. Thundering Hooves, laid footprints to his latest venture, 
a documentary on the history of Thoroughbred breeding and 
racing in Maryland. 


Racing the Times^ a prospective 90-minute 
feature, is scheduled to air on Maryland 
Public Television during Preakness week 
2015. The documentary, in a sense, looms 
as part of a coupled entry: Its release will 
coincide with ‘‘Horse Sense,” a companion 
exhibit to be displayed at the Maryland 
Historical Society (MHS) in Baltimore. 

Spurred by chairman emeritus Jay Gris¬ 
wold, the MHS engendered support across 


the state racing landscape—from Maryland 
horse breeders, the Maryland Horse 
Industry Board, Thoroughbred horsemen, 
track owners and individual horse enthu¬ 
siasts. 

Perkins, 53, had no special insight into 
the Maryland horse industry. He grew up 
in Texas, headed east to Washington & 
Lee University in Lexington, Va., taught 
at a Connecticut prep school, moved to 


Washington, D.C., to get a master’s in liber¬ 
al studies from Georgetown and another in 
film and video from American University, 
founded Rubicon Productions in 1992, 
met Baltimorean Nelly Greene, married 
her and moved to Sparks “because that’s 
where she was going, with or without me.” 
They share an old stone house with sons 
Giles, 15, and Henry, 11. 

As part of his research, Perkins brought 
co-producer (and former steeplechase 
jockey) Nick Carter and longtime camera¬ 
man Terry McArdle to the Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association’s offices to interview 
Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred principals Barrie 
Reightler and Cindy Deubler, each a vol¬ 
uble repository of state breeding/racing 
lore. Ever the opportunist, executive direc¬ 
tor Cricket Goodall asked Perkins to go 
on the record about Racing the Times. The 
engaging filmmaker acceded. 

He sat down with maga 2 ine contributor 
Vinnie Perrone, co-writer and -producer 
of The Bayou: DCs Killer Joints an award¬ 
winning 2013 documentary on a now- 
defunct Georgetown music club. 

Consider class in session. 

How did Racing the Times 
as a project come to be? 

I did Thundering Hooves^ and my wife 
is from Maryland. And her family never 
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owned horses, but they always go to the 
steeplechase races. So when I fell in love 
and moved here, we would do that. Truth 
be told, we moved out to Sparks, and 
we don’t own horses, but everybody else 
around us does. I went by the Worthington 
Tavern... and I didn’t know anything about 
it, but there was a tractor parked out there. 
How do you not stop at a bar with a John 
Deere tractor out front? [Laughs.] True 
story. Got out, and I didn’t know anybody, 
but that became a place I would frequent. 
And they’re all steeplechase guys—they’re 
the heart and soul of it. They’re not the 
owners; they’re the guys that work the 
farms. So between my wife’s exposure and 
listenin’ to these guys talk about steeple¬ 
chasing, that’s how I did Thundering Hooves. 

And while I was doing that, it was very 
hard not to talk about horse racing in 
Maryland. So after I did Thundering Hooves, 
I was kind of kke. Well that’s just touching 
the surface.’ 

It was not the best time; this would have 
been 2008. And, hke your film, there were 
so many people worried about so many 
things. Some of the people I talked to said, 
‘Hey, we may not be here tomorrow.’ And 
the last thing that people were interested 
in at that point was a documentary and a 
guy cornin’ around sayin’, ^Hey, can I film 
what’s goin’ on?’ And so I kind of let it 
sit for a while, and then my buddy Nick 
[Carter] came over. . . and I started teUin’ 
him about it, and he kind of got me back 
on track and said. Why don’t we try to do 
this?’ We went to Jay Griswold and said, 
‘This is what we want to do.’ And he said, 
‘This is what needs to happen.’ And he 
took us under his wing and has been our 
force throughout the course of this whole 
project. Without Jay, this project would not 
be happening. 

What role does the 
Maryland Historical Society 
have in this project? 

WeU, Jay is very closely tied with the 
Maryland Historical Society. . . and they 
were looking for new ideas. So we went to 
them and said, ‘Look, we’ve got this idea 
going on, and we would Hke to make it 
more than just a documentary film that airs 
on PBS. We would Hke to know if you’d be 
interested in cornin’ aboard, and maybe we 
could do the exhibit.’ 

So the plan now is, on the same dead- 
Hne —the week of Preakness 2015 —the 
film will premiere, and then, at the same 
time, the exhibit at the Maryland Historical 
Society wiH be opened. The exhibit wiU 
include a lot of the footage and interviews 
that we’re conducting with the film, andit’U 


also include antique photographs and tradi¬ 
tional exhibit stuff The idea being that, if 
you’re a young middle-schooler in Dundalk 
or somewhere in Baltimore County or 
somewhere in Howard County or wher¬ 
ever, you can walk into the Maryland 
Historical Society and touch a touch screen 
if you want to hear about what horses did 
when they first came to Maryland. If you 
want to walk to another exhibit and say, 
‘When was the first Preakness?’ you could 
hit that button, and all those people that 
I’ve interviewed and so forth wiH be able 
to come out and teU the story. So trying 
to reach a broader audience, and explain 
to ’em the great tradition and history that 
Maryland has. And we want to make sure 
that it is something that my in-laws, who 
are in their 70s, as weU as my youngest 
son, who’s 11, would enjoy with the sole 
purpose of reminding people of this great, 
300-year tradition. 

How would you describe the 
narrative essence of the film? 

When I started this project, I decided 
to go back and read Chesapeake. I mean. 
I’d read it years ago, and I was probably 
too young to reaUy appreciate it. But what 
a great story that is. And, Lord, [fames 
Michener] starts at the very beginning 
and goes aU the way through Watergate or 
whatever. But I think the narrative story 
of the film will mainly address the his¬ 
tory of Thoroughbreds. And the exhibit’s 
gonna be aU encompassing. But Racing the 
Times is going to begin with the very first 
Thoroughbreds coming to America; why 
they came to Maryland-it reminded them 
of England; the countryside’s very similar: 
lush vaUeys, roUing hiUs, all that kind of 
stuff And the EngHsh gentry came over, 
and they wanted to race. So we will tell that 
story and go all the way through the history 
up to where it is now. And the narrative is 
the ebb and flows. The great peaks, and 
there have been some vaUeys, but the truth 
be told, it’s been around a long time. 

The genesis of this project in 
terms of timing is interesting, 
because clearly there were 
economic and political 
headwinds within the industry 
then. But when you comb 
through the centuries, don’t 
you uncover harsher travails? 

When I first started this project, people 
came to me and said, ‘Are you gonna be 
negative? Are you gonna be positive? How 
you gonna cover the last two decades?’ 
Well, the advantage I have as a documen¬ 


tary filmmaker is that I can stand on the 
outside and look in. 

And after I learned more about it, I 
would say to these people who would ask 
these questions-these owners, these 
breeders, these trainers-‘Look, Maryland 
Thoroughbred horse racing has survived 
the Revolutionary War; it has survived the 
Civil War; it has survived two World Wars, 
a Depression, urban sprawl, the develop¬ 
ment of suburban America, and this is just 
another ebb-and-flow moment. I mean, 
good Lord-they were racing, basically, 
when the Revolutionary War had already 
started. And they essentiaUy had to say, 
‘Time out. We’U be back as soon as we send 
the British back home.’ So, Hke you said, 
there were really strong headwinds when I 
started this; now everybody’s very positive 
about the direction it’s goin’ in. 

So how does the subject appeal 
to you as a filmmaker? 

This is a really rich story. It involves 
land. It involves generations. It involves 
famHies. It involves horses and history and 
it paraUels American history. It is as rich a 
story as I have ever been a part of 

The Maryland Jockey Club was founded 
in 1743, and racing took place here even 
before that. What kinds of chaUenges does 
that evoke in terms of research? 

It’s very compHcated. And the hardest 
thing that I have found with this is that 
there is no definitive book. It’s not Hke 
when I was doing Robert E. Lee-there 
are 50 biographies of Robert E. Lee, and I 
probably read ’em aU up to that point. 

But there is no definitive book on 
this. So it involves going to the Maryland 
Historical Society and mrning what stones 
and reading what letters you have there. It 
involves going to AnnapoHs, particularly 
to read about the [Maryland] Jockey Club. 
It also involves telHng the people at the 
Jockey Club, ‘Surely somewhere you have 
this history,’ so it’s kind of waking up 
everybody. So it becomes very compHcat¬ 
ed, particularly in the older days, to figure 
out how that is. 

Now, the best part about it is that 
there’s always somebody somewhere who 
has a passion-say, Belair Stables down in 
Bowie—somebody there who knows it Hke 
the back of their hand. You have to turn 
stones and try to find people who know. 
AH I do is read about it nonstop. 

Can you share any epiphanies 
you’ve had either with 
research or interviews? 

Gee 2 , a lot of things. I would say it is 
hard to imagine that one horse had such a 
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tremendous impact on the state’s economy 
as Northern Dancer. I’m still learning, but 
when you start reali 2 ing that horses from 
all over the world were brought here to 
breed to him. . . And he did it for a long 
time. 

And because Northern Dancer was 
here, other horses of great magnimde and 
value were here. That was an amaAng time, 
and it was continuously putting Maryland 
on the map. I had no idea that one horse 
could be so incredibly valuable. 

The other things are kind of the tragic 
stories to what has happened to some of 
the things of days gone passed. I have 
taken a drive to Havre de Grace, to Cum¬ 
berland, to Hagerstown and seen what’s 
left of those old tracks. Obviously, times 
change and things cannot be the way they 
used to, but you close your eyes and try 
to imagine what it was like then. And the 
same with Glen Riddle Farm — what a place 
that was. And now—oh, great—I can go 
into Ruth’s Chris and get a dehcious steak 
and see a httle bit of an exhibit there, but 
it’s gonna be really hard for me to close 
my eyes and picture Man o’ War running 
around the parking lot. So much has fallen 
through the cracks, so that gives me a sense 
of urgency. 

To what extent do you hope 
this film will heighten the 
awareness that breeding and 
racing contribute to the state’s 
rich agricultural heritage? 

A very big film in my career was one 
I made for PBS on the Tuskegee airmen. 
And I had the great privilege of hanging 
out with those gentlemen for a long time 
back in Tuskegee [Alabama]-these were 
the original squadron members. And I 
remember saying to myself throughout 
that whole project: I want to make sure 
these guys are never forgotten. And that 
film got great exposure; it helped those 
gentlemen a lot. Most of them have passed 
away since then, but they were always con¬ 
tacting me and thanking me and saying, 
‘People will know more about us now’ 

This is a film where I kind of have that 
same passion-that people Hke my sons, 
who do not know this great agricultural 
tradition, and particularly horse tradition, 
wiU come to appreciate it. 

How did you choose the title? 

WeU, let’s see. I’d had four bourbons 
. . . No. Again, because I started read¬ 
ing Chesapeake^ and then you start seeing 
there are good moments, bad moments, 
good moments, and then I started learning 
about this stuff . . and I decided then: The 


Maryland horse industry, the Maryland 
horse tradition has been racing the times 
for three or four hundred years, and they 
keep winnin’. They don’t win every race, 
but they’re always in the race, and more 
times than not they do win. 

It’s an interesting thought-that, beyond 
the spectacle of the race, there are and 
have been underlying competitions within 
the horse industry, be they internal, exter¬ 
nal, political, economic, social. 

Call me naive. Call me not smart. The 
horsemen’s association and the [Maryland] 
Jockey Club and the breeders and the horse 
industry board, they’ve aU been very sup¬ 
portive, and we would not be anywhere 
without ’em. But people kept sayin’ to me, 
‘How’d you get those people together? 
How’d you get ’em to agree on anything?’ 
And I’m like, ‘Really?’ We just drank coffee 
and talked about horses. 

So I formnately have not had to deal 
with aU that. But, at the end of the day, 
these people Hke horses. . . Whether you’re 
the union guy or the breeder or the owner 
or the guy in charge of parking the cars at 
the racetrack, truth be told, it’s those four¬ 
legged things that put ’em there. It’s the 
common thread. 

And the other thing I’ll say to that: It’s 
that great tradition that I’m tryin’ to tell 
in the film. I mean, I know a guy who’s 
in charge of parking at the tracks, and he 
takes great pride in his job. And I’m Hke, 
‘What an awesome guy’ And he can sit 
there and teU me how they used to park 
the older cars in the ’20s and the ’30s at 
Timonium —he knows the history. And I’m 


thinkin’, this guy’s as proud of the tradition 
as the jockeys. So I didn’t get aU these peo¬ 
ple together; the tradition got ’em together. 

So, for the purposes of this 
film, you have funding from 
industry principals. To what 
extent does that challenge 
journalistic integrity? 

A very legitimate question, and one I 
ask myself every day. I’ve been doin’ this 
too long to ever think that I’m going to tell 
a story that’s not true. It’s not worth it. I 
mean. I’ve got over 60 hours of broadcast 
to my name. And I don’t think any of those 
organizations that have supported me with 
this film expect me to do that. . . Why 
would we compromise a story that stands 
on its own, that is so much stronger and 
bigger than me and where they are now? 
This story has its own legs to stand on. 

Your documentaries that 
deal with antiquity feature 
reenactments. How prominent 
will they be in Racing the Times^ 

Because there are so very few images, 
and none from the 18th century and 19th 
century, the only way to tell ’em is through 
reenactments. So they wiU be a significant 
part of the early histories, particularly up to 
1877. And, plus, it’s the television business, 
and that’s what you do. 

There’s a great moment in 1877, 
where the United States Congress closes 
shop; they charter a train and they leave 
Washington, D.C.-basicaUy they put a 
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sign up that says ‘Gone Fishing’. Both par¬ 
ties-imagine that. Imagine them getting 
along together. They take a private train 
up to Pimlico. They get out to watch a race 
between three horses. It’s been the talk of 
the country who’s gonna win this race. 
And that’s a great moment. So I’m gonna 
recreate that. 

I know there’s a train in Cumberland, 
Maryland; I know there’s one in Strasburg, 
Pennsylvania. I’m tryin’ to see if there’s an 
1877 model or a train that would fit into 
that model that’s running, and then I’ve got 
to find the insides to the train . . . and then 
I’ve got to find somebody to costume the 
congressmen. What in the world would a 
member of the House and Senate wear out 
to a race in 1877 at Pimhco? 

In terms of production, this 
presents all sorts of challenges. 

In terms of filmmaking, capturing 
moving horses breeds different 
challenges altogether. How 
will you deal with those? 

Yes, even a horse running around 
Pimhco at the Preakness is hard to keep 
following. But my cameraman [McArdle] 
has experience shooting F-18s taking off 
from an aircraft carrier, so if he can get 
that catapult shot, he might be able to get a 
horse-they’re not quite that fast. 

We’re not perfect: Sometimes we miss 
a heck of a shot. You have to learn some 
nuances. You cannot show up with a big 
camera around certain horses because they 
don’t hke it. So fortunately some of the 
technology has allowed us to get a couple 
of smaller cameras and have a lower profile 
around the horses. That’s just smff we sort 
of learned from doing Thundering Hooves 
and what we’re working on now. 

So every day we learn. Like the boom 
guy, with those big, furry microphones, 
that could scare ’em; doesn’t necessarily 
work. So we have to come up with alterna¬ 
tives. When I got into the business, some¬ 
body told me, ‘Never work with children 
or animals.’ And here I am workin’ with 
animals. They’re the stars. 

A movie trailer, depicting olden 
times and beautifully shot, 
features two horses ridden 
through an open field toward 
a distant steeple. Where’d you 
get the horses and riders? 

After doing Thundering Hooves, and 
because Jay [Griswold] is executive produc¬ 
er, we know people with horses. And those 
actually were a couple of former jockeys 
and trainers that I convinced to come out 


and help me do that. And we had to find a 
place with a steeple. And I had to go talk to 
everybody who owned the property. And 
those two horses are hunters now, former 
steeplechase horses. So finding horses is 
formnately OK; it’s easier because there’s a 
bunch of ’em in Maryland. 

I recall the mighty challenges 
of determining content in a way 
that captures the 45-year life 
of a music club in a 90-minute 
film. How does one coherently 
cover some three centuries in 
a film of the same length? 

Well, it’s an ongoing process, and we 
wiU probably be making those decisions 
up until the last minute. But every day I’m 
learning something new, and I’U be Hke, 
‘That’s got to be in there.’ 

But, as I said from the beginning, I plan 
to be aU inclusive, and this is a Hving organ¬ 
ism in the sense that it starts with this Httle 
idea in Drew’s head and, as it grows, and 
I learn more and more, then I’m gonna 
include this and I’m gonna include that. 
Yeah, it is massive because the history is 
massive, and there are many great famiHes 
and great farms and great horses. Good 
Lord. But the goal is to try to tell the story 
so people will appreciate it and at the same 
time puU it all under one umbrella with the 
exhibit. 

This way, people will have a point of 
reference: They can go back and learn 
about it. And, yes, there’ll be people email¬ 
ing me, saying, ‘How dare you forget this 
and forget that.’ But that’s the nature of 
my business. 

Your filmmaking portfolio 
reflects an eclectic taste for 
underappreciated subject matter. 
How do you choose your films? 

I try to teU stories that I think people 
need to hear and that need to be told 
before they faU through the cracks. Hence 
the Tuskegee airmen. Hence J.W Fulbright, 
who started the Fulbright scholarship-he 
was a mover and shaker in the history of 
the 20th century. 

And Racing the Times, same thing. I 
sit back, and I say, ‘If I don’t teU the 
story of Maryland’s great tradition of 
Thoroughbred racing and horsemen’s tra¬ 
ditions, weU who’s gonna teU it?’ 

There are only so many filmmakers in 
Maryland. I told the story of Robert E. Lee 
above and beyond the battles; I just told 
of his Hfe, what he did after the war more 
than anything, because there are a lot of 
misconceptions about him. So I told that 


film as honestly as I could, and I made as 
many people as mad as I made happy. 

Well, that reflects a nobility of 
cause. And whether you’re doing 
an investigative piece for a daily 
paper or a documentary, there’s 
also the thrill of the discovery. 
How much does that compel you? 

Perhaps my favorite process in aU of 
this is where I am right now, where I am 
interviewing people who know more than 
I do, and I’m learning, and I discover 
something new. Or I do a Httle research 
and reading and, ‘Oh my gosh. This fits 
perfectly with that.’ 

For an example, this past week I dis¬ 
covered that the first African-American 
to win the Preakness was in 1889, so what 
a great moment in history. Also in 1889, 
it’s the last year the Preakness was run in 
Maryland for 20 years—it went to New 
York. So until that point, I was Hke, ‘How 
do you tell this story?” And then those two 
things came together. Like you said, that’s 
one of those ah-ha moments. 

What projects, if any, are 
you pondering next? 

I really want to do a definitive film of 
Thurgood MarshaU. There’s a hell of a 
man. Obviously people have done stuff 
about him, but here’s one of Baltimore’s 
greatest heroes. Doctor King, as I Hke to 
say, he’s the conscience of this country. 
WeU, Thurgood Marshall has done equally 
as many wonderful things for this country 
in terms of makin’ us learn to get along 
with other people. 

I mean, he grew up in Baltimore city 
down on Pennsylvania Avenue, and there 
are all these great photographs. Even as 
a young man, he had some nerve and 
some inteUect; when he saw somethin’ 
not right, he wasn’t afraid to stand up 
and voice his opinion. I mean, he didn’t 
get into the University of Maryland Law 
School because he was black. So, Hke with 
Maryland’s horse industry, I think his his¬ 
tory needs to be told. 

Clearly, there’s a teaching 
aspect to your films. It’s 
almost like you’re telling the 
viewing public, ‘Look-here’s 
a story you might not know 
much about, and this why you 
ought to know a little more.’ 

WeU, I would take that as a compHment. 
Yes, I think, at the very end of the day, 
that’s what I am —a teacher. I’m probably a 
better teacher than I am filmmaker. ^

Mid-Atlantic 
stallions find 
top grade in 2014

T hey came with a msh in June—Moonshine MuUin, Majestic 
Harbor, Declassify, Livingstone, Smart D N A—and 
Bayern finished July with a bang. They are the recent 
Grade/Group 1 winners by stallions who stand or completed 
their careers in the Mid-Atlantic region. 

Eight regional stallions had winners of elite races around the 
world during the first seven months of 2014. Three scores came 
in Breeders’ Cup Classic-Gl Win and You’re In races. 

The scorecard of Mid-Adantic sires with 2014 Grade 1 win¬ 


ners (through July 27): 

ROCKPORT HARBOR 

MAJESTIC HARBOR (Gold Cup at 
Santa Anita Stakes, June 28). One of seven 
Breeders’ Cup Classic-Gl Win and You’re 
In races, the former Hollywood Gold Cup 
featured odds-on favorite Game On Dude. 
But Majestic Harbor, at odds of 14-1, 
took charge and drove home a 6k4-length 
winner. 

The 6-year-old bay didn’t get his first 
stakes win until this past March when cap¬ 
turing Santa Anita’s Grade 3 Tokyo City 
Cup Stakes for owner Gallant Stable and 
trainer Sean McCarthy. 

Majestic Harbor is one of six stakes 
winners on the year for the late Rockport 
Harbor, who had moved to Dr. Bill 
Solomon’s Pin Oak Lane Farm in New 
Freedom, Pa., for what would be his 
final breeding season in 2013. The son 
of Unbridled’s Song was euthanized last 
August at New Bolton Center in Kennett 
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Square, Pa., due to comphcations from 
laminitis. 

The region’s leading sire in 2013, 
Rockport Harbor ranks second on this 
year’s Mid-Atlantic leading sires hst. 

Pedigree/nicking Majestic Harbor is out 
of the French Deputy mare Champagne 
Royale, a stakes-placed runner at Hastings 
in British Columbia who was consistent 
(eight wins or placings in 11 starts) on a 
second-tier circuit-she made just $63,887. 
But the nick between French Deputy and 
his sire Deputy Minister with Rockport 
Harbor has been extremely successful: 
from a total of nine foals of racing age pro¬ 
duced, eight started and won, and together 
they have earned nearly $1 million. 

OFFLEE WILD 

BAYERN (Haskell Invitational Stakes, 
Monmouth Park, July 27). Showing bril¬ 
liance from the moment he took to the 


track, Bayern dominated in back-to-back 
graded stakes in June and July. He daz¬ 
zled at Belmont Park on Belmont Stakes 
Day in the 7-furlong Grade 2 Woody 
Stephens, and proved he could carry his 
speed beyond a mile in the $1-million 
Haskell (a Breeders’ Cup Classic-Gl Win 
and You’re In race). Purchased by Kaleem 
Shah for $320,000 at the Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic May 2-year-olds in training sale, 
the Bob Baffert-trained colt surpassed the 
$1 miUion mark in career earnings in seven 
starts, with four wins, a second and a third. 

More than a third of Offlee Wild’s 
stakes winners have won in graded com¬ 
pany, including his Echpse Award and 
Breeders’ Cup Juvenile FiUies-Gl-winning 
millionaire She Be Wild. Offlee Wild has 
stood the past three breeding seasons at 
Pin Oak Lane Farm after moving from 
Darley in Kentucky in the fall of 2011. 

Pedigree/nicking: Offlee Wild’s three rich¬ 
est runners-She Be Wild, Bayern and 
Hogy (an earner of $601,002)-are all 
out of Mr. Prospector-hne mares. The 
pedigree of Offlee Wild is free of Raise 
a Native while meshing Nearctic/Native 
Dancer (through grandsire Icecapade) with 
Seattle Slew and *Ribot (his female hne). 
The dams of Bayern and She Be Wild have 
Raise a Native appear twice in their first 
four generations. 

Hogy’s dam, by Petionvtile, also brings 
in two occurrences of Raise a Native 
(albeit a generation further removed). Of 
the six foals of racing age by Offlee Wild 
out of PetionviUe mares, three have started 
and two are stakes winners. The other is 
HeavenviUe, Offlee Wild’s fourth-leading 
earner. 


ALBERT THE GREAT 

MOONSHINE MULLIN (Stephen 

Foster Handicap, Churchill Downs, June 
14). In the first six months in 2014, 
Moonshine Mulhn went from claimer 
to Grade 1 winner. The bay 6-year-old 
had shown back class-as a 3-year-old 
he was second in Saratoga’s Jim Dandy 
Stakes-G2 to Stay Thirsty—but drifted 
around the country in the years since. 
Based at Oaklawn this past winter, owner 
Randy Patterson and trainer Randy Morse 
risked him for a tag three times after claim¬ 
ing him for $40,000 at Remington Park in 
November 2013. 

Moonshine MuUin is now riding a 
five-race winning streak which includes 
two graded stakes. After taking the Grade 
2 Alysheba at Churchill Downs during 
Derby week, his first stakes win in three 
years. Moonshine MuUin tackled many 
of the nation’s best older horses, includ¬ 
ing champion Will Take Charge, in the 
Stephen Foster, another Breeders’ Cup 
Classic-Gl Win and You’re In race. At 
10-1, the sixth choice in the field of nine, 
he proved strongest of aU and became a 
miUionaire. 

When Albert the Great hits, he hits big. 
The son of Kentucky Derby-Gl winner 
Go for Gin, who moved to Pin Oak Lane 
Farm at the start of the 2008 breeding sea¬ 
son, is the sire of three Grade 1-winning 
millionaires. Incredibly, of his nine stakes 
winners, six are Grade/Group 1 winners. 

Pedigree/nicking. Moonshine MuUin is 
the first stakes performer out of unraced 
MuUen Road, a daughter of the Mr. Pros¬ 
pector sire Distant View Inbreeding in 
Moonshine MuUin’s pedigree is through 
Mr. Prospector (as Albert the Great is 
out of the Fappiano mare Bright Feather) 
and Northern Dancer (also found in the 
staUion’s female hne). Four of Albert the 
Great’s stakes winners are out of Mr. 
Prospector-hne mares, including Breeders’ 
Cup Dirt MUe and Donn Handicap-Gl 
winner Albertus Maximus (out of a daugh¬ 
ter of Forty Niner). 

JUMP START 

LIVINGSTONE (Estrellas Mile, 
Hipodromo Argentino de Palermo, Argen¬ 
tina, June 28). The Argentine-bred Living¬ 
stone raised his status significantly as South 
America’s best mUer by winning his coun¬ 
try’s equivalent to the Breeders’ Cup MUe.

The 3-year-old took on older runners, 
quickened away in the stretch, and stopped 
the clock in a snappy 1:33.41 over the dirt 
track. In his previous start, the bla 2 e-faced 
dark bay won the Group 2 Clasico 25 de 
Mayo de 1810 at Hipodromo de La Plata 
while demolishing the field by 21 lengths. 

Jump Start has been doing stud duty 
in Argentina since 2009, with Livingstone 
produced in his first fuU South American 
crop (which counts over 100 foals). He has 
two Southern Hemisphere stakes winners, 
and 42 overall, 11 of them graded, and 
leads the region by number of stakes win¬ 
ners in 2014 with seven. The son of A.P. 
Indy moved to Pennsylvania for the 2010 
season, and now stands at Northview PA 
in Peach Bottom. His first Pennsylvania- 
sired crop (current 3-year-olds) has yielded 
stakes winners Miss Behaviour, Just Call 
Kenny, Bump Start and Elevated. 

Pedigree/nicking: Livingstone is out of 
Lideranza, a daughter of Carson City who 


was sold at auction as a wearding and 
exported. The unraced mare has ties to 
the Mid-Atlantic-her dam and grand- 
dam, multiple stakes winner Lite Twihght 
and stakes-placed Tequila Sheila-are 
Maryland-breds. Livingstone is her only 
offspring by Jump Start. 

When bred to Carson City mares. Jump 
Start has sired 11 foals of racing age-of 
the eight to start, six are winners. Two of 
the six are Grade/Group 1 winners, the 
other being his millionaire son Rail Trip, 
winner of the Hollywood Gold Cup-Gl. 
In addition to Mr. Prospector inbreeding in 
their pedigrees. Rail Trip and Livingstone 
have a second dose of Boldnesian (who 
appears behind Jump Start’s grandsire 
Seattle Slew) in their female hnes. 

ORIENTATE 

DECLASSIFY (Triple Bend Stakes, 
Santa Anita, June 28). Always showing star 
potential, the $450,000 Ocala Breeders’ 


Sales Company’s 2-year-old purchase won 
his stakes debut with a gritty performance 
in the 7-furlong Triple Bend. It was the 
Bob Baffert-trained colt’s third win in five 
starts-he won his first two in dominating 
fashion to kick off his career last year at 3 
before sidelined by quarter cracks. 

Grade 1 Breeders’ Cup Sprint winner 
and champion sprinter Orientate has sired 
a Grade 1 distance runner in Lady Joanne, 
but the majority of his best have excelled 
at shorter distances, including Humana 
Distaff-Gl and Ballerina Stakes-G1 winner 
Intangaroo, Argentine multiple Group 1 
winner Lady Sprinter and Grade 2-winning 
Great Hot (Br2), all Breeders’ Cup Filly 
and Mare Sprint-Gl participants. Standing 
the past two seasons at Northview Stallion 
Station in Chesapeake City, Md., Orientate 
is the sire of 42 stakes winners. 

Pedigree/nicking: Declassify’s first two 
dams, Mir Cat (by Tale of the Cat) and 
Destination Mir (by Cherokee Colony), 
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CHURCHILLpOWNS/REEp PALMER __COURTESY NORTHVIEW STALLIONS (2)

were unraced, and Declassify is the first 
starter from two foals of racing age for 
Mir Cat, But three of the four foals by 
Orientate out of Tale of the Cat mares are 
winners. 

With a pedigree free of Northern 
Dancer and Mr, Prospector, Orientate has 
had a diverse stud career, being bred to a 
significant number of mares from both 
lines. Of his eight graded winners, four 
come from the Mr, Prospector line and 
two from Northern Dancer, 

SMARTY JONES 

SMART DNA (Clasico Presidente de 
la Repubhea, Presidente Rem on, Panama, 
June 1), The 2012 Horse of the Year 
and champion 3-year-old imported colt 
in Panama, when his wins included the 
Clasico Presidente de la Repubhea, Smart 


DNA became one of the few horses to 
win Panama's most important and valu¬ 
able stakes twice when taking this year’s 
running. In 17 career starts, he has hit the 
board 15 times, 11 in stakes competition. 
Classic-winning Pennsylvania-bred 

Smarty Jones, who returned to his home 
state for the 2011 breeding season and 
stands at Northview PA, has sired major 
winners around the world. He was the 
leading U,S, sire by international earnings 
standing outside of Kentucky in 2011, 
boosted by the success of his Japanese- 
based daughter Keiai Gerbera, Eleven of 
his 23 stakes winners have won graded/ 
group races, led by Singapore champion, 
multiple Group 1 winner and miUionaire 
Better Life, His son Centrahntehgence 
won the Grade 1 Triple Bend last year. 
Pedigree/nicking With Mr, Prospector 
close up in his pedigree (out of the Smart 


Strike mare Smart ’n Stormy, thus 4x3, with 
another cross thrown in at the fifth genera¬ 
tion), Smart D N A is somewhat a Smarty 
Jones breeding exception. 

Breeders have generally steered clear 
of additional Mr, Prospector through 
great-grandson Smarty Jones, thus many 
of Smarty Jones’ best runners descend 
from the lines of *Turn-to, Bold Ruler 
or Northern Dancer, But his two most 
accomphshed juveniles-graded stakes 
winners Rogue Romance and Back- 
talk-are out of Mr, Prospector or Raise a 
Native-line mares, 

WISEMAN’S FERRY 

WISE DAN (Woodford Reserve Turf 
Classic Stakes, May 3, Churchill Downs; 
Maker’s 46 Mile Stakes, Keeneland, April 
11), The nation’s Horse of the Year, cham¬ 
pion older male and champion grass horse 
the past two years. Wise Dan launched 
his 2014 season by winning the same two 
Grade 1 races he opened with in 2013, 
His two wins this year propelled his career 
earnings to $6,802,920, ranking him 17th 
all-time for any horse who has made a start 
in the U,S, 

After stints in New York and Kentucky, 
Wiseman’s Ferry took up residence at 
Dana Point Farm in LenhartsviUe, Pa,, in 
fall 2008, The son of Hennessy has had 
modest-sHed foal crops, an average of 36 
foals per each of his eight crops. Although 
low in numbers, his runners have been 
high in quality: he has sired nearly two 
do 2 en runners who have earned in excess 
of $150,000; of his six stakes winners, 
three are graded winners and four of his 
runners are champions. 

Pedigree/nicking Wiseman’s Ferry 
has Northern Dancer on top and Mr, 
Prospector (and a double shot of Raise a 
Native) on the bottom, and his two best 
runners. Wise Dan and Canadian turf 
champion Riding the River (both from 
his second crop), are out of mares by 
sprinter/milers plus Secretariat in the tail- 
female hne. Wise Dan’s dam Lisa Danielle 
is a daughter of South African champion 
Wolf Power (SA^ out of a Secretariat 
mare; Riding the River’s dam Glow Ruby 
Go is by champion sprinter Rubiano out 
of a Chief’s Crown mare,

ayern was sheer domination. If that 
report had been made prior to June 
of this year, many around the globe 
would have pictured the red, white and blue 
clad FC Bayern Munich, the most successful 
soccer team in German history. 

But shift to the U.S. this summer for the 
emergence of another red, while and blue fly¬ 
ing Bayern. The classy bay son of Office Wild, 
owned by Kaleem Shah and named for the 
famed soccer team, obliterated his competition 
for the second time in as many starts with a run¬ 
way victory in Monmouth Park’s 47th edition 
the $1 million Haskell Invitational July 27. 
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Haskell Invitational Stakes-G1

It was dominance by Bayern, who car¬ 
ried Martin Garcia to a 7y4-length victory 
in the Grade 1 HaskeU, timed in 1:47,82 for 
the IVs miles, the third-fastest clocking in 
the race’s last 26 runnings. It was continued 
domination for his trainer. Bob Baffert, 
who dialed in a record seventh Haskell vic¬ 
tory and, from 11 HaskeU starters, has an 
on-the-board mark of 7-3-1. 

Bayern is rapidly making up for lost 
time in a bid for leading 3-year-old honors, 
adding the Haskell to his blowout score on 
Belmont Stakes day in the Grade 2 Woody 
Stephens. 

Less than a year earher, the colt caught 
the eye of Shah, his 16-year-old son 
Arman, and the advising team of Baffert 
and Donato Lanni (bloodstock advisor 
for Hill ’n’ Dale farm) at the Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic May 2-year-olds in training sale. 

Shah is from a horse racing family. His 
father Majeed dominated the sport for 
decades as leading trainer in their native 
India, and Shah grew up around horses, 
loving the athletes and the excitement of 
the racetrack. 


The torch has easily passed to Arman, 
and father and son enjoy scouting breeze 
tapes from 2-year-old sales-it was Arman 
who first spotted Bayern. 

‘We like to watch the videos and see 
how they move over the track,” said Shah. 
“Bayern was one of the good movers and 
very fast—a bullet I think he had.” (He 
worked a quarter in :21.60, a fifth of a sec¬ 
ond off the quickest clocking at the sale.) 

“Being around good horses over the 
years, having seen them, they have a certain 
look and a presence, and the stride these 
horses have distinguishes them from the 
rest,” said Shah. ‘We hked him, and he was 
also on the short hst of horses for Donato 
and Bob, who had come down for the sale. 
The fact we aU hked the horse, we decided 
to get him.” 

A Virginia resident, Shah regular¬ 
ly attends the Timonium sale and has 
found such gems as Grade 1 winner and 
$387,216-earner Eden’s Moon, purchased 
in 2011 for $390,000 and resold as a brood¬ 
mare prospect a year and a half later for 
$1.525 milHon. 


He called that move “a nice home run. 
It’s also a business, and she paid for many 
others who did not work out.” 

Shah spent $320,000, the fourth highest 
price of the sale, for Bayern, named Tahrir 
Square at the time. Bred by Helen Alexan¬ 
der, Bayern decends from Broodmare of 
the Year Courtiy Dee (his third dam). He is 
out of a daughter of champion and top sire 
Thunder Gulch (whose most accomplished 
offspring was Baffert-trained Haskell win¬ 
ner Point Given). Bayern’s second dam, 
graded winner Aquilegia (by Alydar), is a 
full-sister to champion Althea and graded 
winner and Grade 1 producer Aishah. 

Shah has taken a gigantic leap in the 
sales market since meeting Baffert a little 
more than five years ago. The majority of 
his stable is made up of high-priced year¬ 
ling and 2-year-old purchases. The results 
are at least one graded winner each year 
since 2010, with five this year, including 
additional Grade 1 winner Declassify. 

“I give all the credit to Bob and 
Donato,” said Shah. “[Baffert] has the eye. 
He’ll look at a horse who has worked fast

at the breeze sale and hell just walk away. 
Ids something he picks up immediately- 
from the conformation, the way they are 
built—if he thinks they may not stay sound 
in the long run, he'll just walk away” 

When selecting young horses, Shah 
added: ^dt's the individual first—they 
have to be athletic. That's where Bob and 
Donato come in. Especially when we buy 
yearhngs—I don't know how to buy year¬ 
lings. Bob is a master at that. He's bought 
so many good horses.” 

Among those Shah has bought as year¬ 
lings are 2014 graded winners Awesome 
Baby and Fed Biz, as well as current juve¬ 
nile Luminance, who set a Del Mar track 
record in her debut in July. 

Fed Biz, winner of Del Mar's Grade 2 
San Diego Handicap the day before the 
Haskell, is one of Shah's most expensive 
purchases, costing $950,000 at the 2010 
Keeneland September sale. The son of 
Giant's Causeway is a multiple graded 
stakes winner of $660,496. 

“He was a pricey horse, but he had a 
pricey pedigree as well,” said Shah. “The 


goal is to win some of the biggest races 
in the country and sometimes you have to 
step up to the plate. I don't hke to spend 
that kind of money, but sometimes that's 
what it takes to come up with a big horse.” 

Bayern came along slowly, as the 
CaHfornia-based colt's career was delayed, 
first by sore shins, then by races not fill¬ 
ing when ready to go in December. He 
didn't make his debut until the first week 
of January. 

Gary Stevens teamed up with the colt 
for four of his seven outings, including 
the first two—banging out wins in both at 
Santa Anita by a combined ISH lengths. 
Bayern would have been the favorite in 
his third start, Santa Anita's Grade 2 San 
Fehpe won by California Chrome, but was 
kept in the barn by a bruised hoof. 

Shah knows very well the highs and 
lows of the sport. 

“I don't want to get upset or too high—I 
try to maintain an even keel about it, 
because the lows can be devastating,” he 
said. “This horse, he was a Triple Crown 
kind of horse ... he had a setback so we 


had to rush him back. He was short for 
the Arkansas Derby [finishing third]. He 
lost aU chance in the starting gate at the 
Preakness [the worst start of his career 
when next to last in the field of 10.]” 

Ridden by Rosie Napravnik in the 
Derby Trial-G3, in which he crossed the 
wire first but untimately disquahfied to 
second, as weU as the Preakness, Bayern 
was reunited with Stevens for the 7-furlong 
Woody Stephens. Dismissed at more than 
9-1, he battled for the lead early before 
taking charge around Belmont's sweeping 
turn and coming home IVi lengths clear. 
That sealed it for Stevens, who urged 
Baffert after the race to send the colt a 
route of ground again. “He'U just keep 
going,” Stevens predicted. 

Stevens missed the next opportunity 
because of knee replacement surgery in 
July. Baffert called on stable regular Garcia, 
who had ridden in the Haskell twice before, 
winning with Lookin At Lucky in 2010 and 
Coil in 2011. 

Napravnik had the mount on Haskell 
favorite Untapable, the Steve Asmussen- 
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trained filly riding a four-race win streak 
(all graded stakes) and seeking to become 
the third filly to take the summer fixture. 

A field of nine headed to the gate, the 
majority well-known for their speed. But 
it was all over at the break. Bayern burst 
away cleanly, while nearly half the field 
botched the start. Allowed to set a mod¬ 
est pace, Bayern cruised on the lead with 
little pressure, opened dayhght when urged 
by Garcia around the far turn and then 
poured it on. In a race for second, the next 
six finishers were separated by about 3 
lengths, with Albano rallying for the place 
spot over Wildcat Red. The filly wound 
up fifth. 

It was the fourth win for Bayern, and 
shot his earnings to $1,077,680, making 
him the second millionaire for his sire 
Offlee Wild, who stands at Pin Oak Lane 
Farm in Pennsylvania. 

Shah's father encouraged his children 
to pursue careers other than racing and his 


son did just that—studying at universities in 
India and the U.S,, jumping into software 
development for Telenet upon graduation, 
and launching his own communications 
company, Calnet, in 1989. The company, 
headquartered in Reston, Va., where he, his 
wife Lubi, daughter Sophie and son Arman 
reside, provides intelligence analysis, lan¬ 
guage services and IT consulting services. 
Its largest client is the U.S. federal govern¬ 
ment. ^‘We're very patriotic,” said Shah. 
‘We proudly serve the armed forces and 
are very proud of the work we do.” 

Shah's patriotic pride is reflected in his 
silks. 

When ready to become a racehorse 
owner, Shah gravitated to the closest track 
to northern Virginia, Laurel Park, in the 
1990s, building a racing stable with Jimmy 
Murphy and later Dale Capuano. 

The focus of the stable shifted the 
to the West Coast in 2008 when Calnet 
expanded into California and Shah was 


introduced to Baffert. Coast-to-coast trips 
are now the norm. With Sophie start¬ 
ing college in San Diego this fall, the 
Shahs expect to spend even more time in 
California. And for Bayern? “Hopefully 
the best is yet to come.” 

❖ 

A crowd of 35,983 turned out to Mon¬ 
mouth Park on a warm, bree 2 y day at 
the shore, adding to the total handle of 
$15,952,611 for the 14-race card, the third- 
highest in Haskell Day history. The day 
included five other stakes, four graded, 
and an average of 9.5 horses per race. “We 
couldn't be more pleased on aU fronts —the 
fans, the employees, and especially the 
horses,” said Dennis Drazin, advisor to 
Darby Development LLC, operators of 
the track. “The handle was outstanding, 
the racing was great, and for the most part, 
the weather [which threatened rain, but 
stayed dry] cooperated.” ^

Belle Gallantey, claimedfor $35,000 last December, 
upsets Princess of Sylmar in Delaware Handicap

T he 77th edition of the Grade 1 Delaware Handicap 
looked to be the perfect spot for Ed Stanco’s Princess 
of Sylmar to regain her winning ways and position her¬ 
self as one of the top older fillies and mares in training. 

The Pennsylvania-bred daughter of Majestic Warrior had a 
stellar sophomore campaign in 2013, winning four consecutive 
Grade 1 races—the Kentucky Oaks, Coaching Club American 
Oaks, Alabama and Beldame Invitational, in which she defeated 
champion Royal Delta. Named for Sylmar Farm in Christiana, 
Pa., just about 30 miles from Delaware Park, Princess of Sylmar 
appeared to have the 3-year-old fiUy championship sewn up but 
a sixth behind West Coast star Beholder in the Breeders’ Cup 
Distaff-Gl at Santa Anita Park scuttled those chances. 


Put away for the winter, trainer Todd 
Fletcher brought the diminutive chestnut 
back in the ungraded Cat Cay Stakes at 
Aqueduct in early April, which she won 
easily, and then a second to the talented 
Close Hatches followed in the Grade 1 
Ogden Phipps Stakes June 7 at Belmont 
Park. 

When entries were drawn for the 
$750,000 Delaware Handicap, Princess 
of Sylmar was installed the heavy morn- 
ing-hne favorite, as she was facing five 
rivals none of which had won a Grade 1 
event. Michael Dubb, Bethlehem Stables 
and Gary Aisquith’s Belle Gallantey, how¬ 


ever, had not been badly beaten by Close 
Hatches and Princess of Sylmar in the 
Phipps and the former claimer got another 
chance to show she had improved enough 
to take such a prestigious race. 

For Stanco, having his “Princess” 
win the 114-mile Delaware Handicap was 
always a dream, as he spent many days with 
his family at Delaware Park and considered 
the track one of his old stomping grounds. 

‘We moved to the area around 1987, 
and I always took my kids to Delaware 
Park; that's where they learned to handi¬ 
cap,” Stanco said. “Pve seen a lot of Del 
'Caps, and to have our fiUy in there as the

favorite is pretty overwhelming and emo¬ 
tional for me.” 

Stanco admitted that the race was often 
not an easy one. He knew that the distance, 
plus the expected heat and humidity of a 
mid-July date in Delaware, were not things 
to be taken lightly. 

After handicapping the field, Stanco 
said, quite prophetically, “Usually it's an 
early speed race. Does Belle Gallantey get 
loose? It will be pretty exciting.” 

In the end. Princess of Sylmar was 
unable to collar Belle Gallantey inside the 
final furlong of the Delaware Handicap, as 
that rival was allowed to control the pace 
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Pennsylvanian Caruso part of move 
from claimer to Grade 1 winner 



O n a recent weekday at Saratoga, 
Michael Caruso was waiting for his 
2-year-old filly DiannestiUworks 
to come to the paddock for her first start. 
He'd be at the track all day as another of 
his horses, the 3-year-old Saucon Valley, 
was entered in the 10th, 

Caruso owns both horses in parmer- 
ship, but you won’t find his name listed 
in the program. His horses run under the 
Bethlehem Stables banner, named for the 
town in Pennsylvania in which he’s lived 
for 40 years. 

With various partners, he owns about 
85 horses, and he doesn’t get to name them 
aU, but these are among the ones that he 
christened. 

Diannestillworks, the filly in the sec¬ 
ond? She’s named for a colleague with 
whom Caruso worked for decades; Dianne 
retired and then came back as a consultant. 

Saucon Valley, in the 10th? “It’s the 
township I live in and the name of a well- 
known golf club; a few U.S. Opens have 
been played there,” Caruso explained. “She 
won the first time out for Chad Brown, and 
the newsletter had a big picture of her on 
the front.” 

A list of Caruso’s horses can read a 
little bit like his biography. It was his turn 
to name a filly in 2011, so he picked Grace 
HaU, the home of Lehigh University’s 
wrestUng team, of which Caruso was a 
member in the 1960s, the only three-time 
national champion in the school’s history. 
Last year, Lehigh mrned the tables on the 
man who named a horse for one of its 
buildings and named one of its facilities 
for him: the Caruso Wrestling Complex 
was dedicated last September. 

If Grace HaU the building afforded 
Caruso his most memorable athletic 
achievements, Grace Hall the horse gave 
him a racing milestone, becoming his first 
Grade 1 winner with the 2011 Spinaway at 
Saratoga. Fair HiU-based Tony Dutrow had 
purchased her as a yearhng for $95,000, 


and then had enough left to repulse aU 
chaUenges and win by 2y4 lengths under 
Jose Orti 2 , 

Trained by Rudy Rodriguez, the 5-year- 
old daughter of After Market won in 
2:01.15 on the fast track. 

“The pace set up very weU for us today,” 
Ortiz said. ^We just kind of went slow and 
easy.” 

WhUe she did not win, the $150,000 
second-place prize put Princess of Syknar 


over the $2 million in earnings mark, to 

$ 2 , 002 , 220 . 

For the owners of BeUe GaUantey, who 
were present to see her wear the blanket 
of flowers in the Delaware winner’s circle, 
the $35,000 they spent claiming her last 
December after a last-place finish on the 
Aqueduct inner track seemed Uke money 
weU spent. 

Michael Dubb, known for astute 
claims, wasn’t at Delaware Park for the 


race, but Michael Caruso, who races under 
the Bethlehem Stables banner, and Gary 
Aisquith were. 

“Isn’t this a crazy, funny game?” Caruso 
said as he held the crystal trophy. ‘We only 
paid $35,000 for her, and we’ve got a Grade 
1 winner. We’ve got horses that we’ve paid 
over $200,000 for, and we’re going to have 
to put them in claiming races.” 

Caruso, who Uves in Bethlehem, Pa., 
and is the chairman of National Penn 
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and Caruso owned her with regular part¬ 
ners Michael Dubb and Delawarean Stuart 
Grant. 

The Empire Maker filly would rack up 
other significant victories for the parmer- 
ship, including the Grade 2 Gulfstream, 
Delaware and Indiana Oaks; she was 
second in the Breeders' Cup Juvenile 
Filhes-Gl and third in the Kenmcky 
Oaks-Gl. The partnership sold her in the 
fall of 2012, a move Caruso endorsed but 
somewhat reluctantly 

‘dt was hard for me," he acknowledged, 
‘‘She really was probably at the height of 
her value." 

She sold for $3.2 million, a pretty seri¬ 
ous return on the parmership's original 
investment, but Caruso stiU keeps his eye 
on her, applauding her recent second in a 
stakes at Saratoga. 

“It's hke I still own her," he said. “I just 
love her. She was my first Grade 1 winner, 
and that was pretty exciting." 

He paused for a moment, then beamed. 

“But the Del Cap. . ." he said. “I'm still 
smiling, and it's 11 days later." 

He was talking about Belle Gallantey, 
the mare he owns in parmership with 
Dubb and Gary Aisquith, claimed for 
$35,000 last December at Aqueduct. Five 
races and seven months later, the former 
claimer won a Grade 1. 

“I didn't expect it," he said, especially 
after the team deliberated about whether 
to run her. “We don't hke to run horses 
over their heads because sometimes you 
knock them out and then it takes them two 
or three races to get back, if ever." 

The win was the After Market mare's 
fourth in five starts for her new owners, 
her only loss a fifth in the Grade 1 Ogden 
Phipps, beaten barely 2 lengths by multiple 
Grade 1 winners Close Hatches, Princess 
of Syhnar and champion Beholder. Third 
in the race was Antipathy, who came back 
to win the Grade 3 Shuvee at Saratoga. 


“She ran an unbehevable race," 
observed Caruso of Belle Gallantey. 
“Unbehevable. I give Mike the credit; I 
wasn't sure I'd have run her in that race." 

Concerned about the toU the Phipps 
might have taken on Belle GaUantey, the 
parmers decided to hold her out of the 
Delaware Handicap. But when Delaware 
Park continued to court them, and when 
the field looked hke it would be small, and 
when not a lot of speed appeared to be 
signed on, they wavered. 

“I said to Mike, if we get third, it's 
$75,000 and she's Grade 1-placed," he 
explained. 

But they didn't have to settle for a 
placing, as Belle Gallantey and jockey Jose 
Ortiz went to the lead unchallenged, and 
she emerged a decisive Grade 1 winner for 
trainer Rudy Rodriguez. 

“When they got to the turn, that was 
the real crunch," said Caruso. “Ortiz 
roused her and she really responded. The 
horse has a lot more heart than anybody 
ever gave her credit for." 

Caruso wasn't looking too far ahead. 
He'd hke to see her run another good 
Grade 1 race so that people don't think 
the Delaware Handicap win was a fluke, 
especiaUy with an eye on the Keeneland 
November Sale of breeding stock, to 
which BeUe GaUantey will hkely be nomi¬ 
nated. 

“A lot depends on the next couple of 
months," he said. “You take one race at a 
time, especiaUy when we're on a high hke 
this." 

Caruso got his start in racing decades 
ago, making a once-a-year trip to the track 
with friends, then buying into a $5,000 
horse they purchased. 

“It was not," he said with a wry smile, 
“an astute investment." 

After that, he owned horses mostly on 
his own, though he was part of the Jim 
Scatuorchio syndication of Tale of the 
Cat; his wife Sandra rode horses when she 


was growing up, and she encouraged his 
purchases. 

“She'd say, ‘Well, let's get one or two 
and if we make anything, let's just buy 
another one,'" he recalled. 

After Sandra's death in 2002, Caruso 
considered getting out of the game, but 
then he met Dubb. 

“Mike's a guy who loves partners," he 
said. “The more the merrier for him. He's 
very outgoing and hands-on, which was 
nice for me because I didn't have to get 
involved in the paperwork. 

“He goes to the sales, he reads the 
sheets, then he does aU the reaUy heavy 
Ufting. We'U talk about where to run horses 
or whether to seU them, but he pretty 
much does the actual claims and picking 
out horses at the sales. He's an excellent 
partner." 

The two share interests in nearly aU of 
their horses, with Dubb acting as manag¬ 
ing partner. They named one, BiUypays- 
thebUls, after the man in Dubb's office 
who oversees their racing accounts. 

Aisquith, a Marylander, joins Dubb 
and Caruso in the claiming horses, with 
Grant's The Elks tone Group a partner in 
the yearhng and 2-year-old purchases. 

The chairman of the board of National 
Penn Insurance, Caruso, 68, stepped down 
several years ago as CEO of Caruso 
Benefits, the company he founded. After 
seUing it nine yeats ago, he agreed to con¬ 
tinue in a reduced role. 

“I don't want to be working 70 hours a 
week anymore," he said. 

And with 80-plus horses to keep an eye 
on, he's got plenty to keep him busy. On 
that Wednesday in Saratoga, neither of his 
horses made it to the winner's circle, but 
the glow of Belle Gallantey's momentous 
win has given him plenty to be happy 
about. - Teresa Genaro 


Insurance, partners with Dubb on about 
80 of the higher-end horses, while Aisquith, 
owner of a bus tines company near Anna¬ 
polis, Md., gets involved on the claiming 
horses. Aisquith's father, Elmer, was also a 
frequent parmer with Dubb on many hors¬ 
es before his death last September at 90. 

“I have been galloping her and she was 
doing much better," Rodriguez said. “She 
had been running short and she got a very 
good [speed] number. We started her going 


long and she just kept getting better and 
better. Last time, in the Ogden Phipps, she 
showed she belonged with this kind and 
that made it easy for us run in the Delaware 
Handicap." 

Trainer Todd Pletcher, on hand to sad¬ 
dle Princess of Sytinar, said the lack of a 
true pacesetter had been his main concern. 

“The track here was fast today and the 
fractions, I guess they were reasonable," he 
said. “I really don't have any excuses."

Validation for Valid 

Virginia-bred captures Grade 2 
Monmouth Cup on Haskeii undercard

C arolyn Vogel wasn’t at Monmouth 
Park to witness her Crossed Sabres 
Farm’s Valid and Lochte run in grad¬ 
ed stakes on the HaskeU Day undercard 
(July 27) because she was celebrating her 
birthday with family elsewhere. 

‘‘I was going to give her a good birthday 
present and I guess Valid was it,” said train¬ 
er Marcus VitaH, who tightened the girth 
on the 4-year-old gelded son of MedagHa 
d’Oro, who won the $200,000 Monmouth 
Cup-G2 in a slight upset. 

Bred in Virginia by Edward P. Evans, 
Valid was valiant, battling Bradester down 
the lane before edging away to win by a 
half length. Pants On Fire was more than 


5 lengths back in third while attempting to 
defend his Monmouth Cup title. 

Valid’s final time of 1:41.43 for IMe 
miles gave him his first stakes score and 
only the second graded for Vogel and 
VitaH, who won their first in February 
when Lochte took the Gulfstream Park 
Turf Handicap-Gl at 40-1. 

‘Vou don’t have a lot to say when you 
have a nice horse,” said VitaH, who has 36 
horses in his barn, 27 owned by Vogel. 
“VaHd is showing his true colors. He’s 
weU-meant.” 

The hammer feU at $500,000 when 
VaHd, a half-brother to Grade 1 winner 
MaHbu Prayer, went through the ring at 


the 2011 Keeneland September YearHng 
sales, but Vogel snared him for $115,000 at 
last year’s Fasig-Tipton FaU Mixed Sale at 
Saratoga off of one win from seven starts. 

“He had a lot of Htde issues, but noth¬ 
ing that wasn’t maintainable. We worked 
with him and he’s working with us,” said 
VitaH, who took out his Hcense in 1989 
and in recent years ranked among the top 
three trainers in New England. He moved 
on about two years ago to spHt his time 
between New Jersey and South Florida. 
“He’s a good horse and you’re going to 
hear more about him as long as he stays 
healthy.” 

VitaH teamed with Vogel, who Hves 
in New Hampshire and is the daughter 
of WHHam Ruger, the founder of major 
firearms manufacturer Sturm, Ruger and 
Company, about five years ago. Now he 
is enjoying a banner year, with his runners 
earning $1,326,700 through July 29. 

“She’s been very instrumental in my 
breakthrough in the industry. She gave me 
the opportunity to put my head together 
with hers. We talk about a lot of things and 
seem to come up with the tight solutions. 
We have a great parmership and a great 
relationship. I feel honored to be able to 
do a good a job for her and keep winning 
races for her,” said VitaH. “This is my best 
year ever and we’re not done yet.” 

GUYS REWARD ADDS OCEANPORT 

While VaHd gave Vogel a happy birth¬ 
day, Lochte was a disappointment in the 
$150,000 Oceanport Stakes-G3 at F/ie 
miles on the grass, winding up eighth in 
the 10-horse field. 

“He’s not much of a horse for course 
at Monmouth,” his trainer said. “In his 
two races here, he was not Lochte. Even 
though the mrf course here is great, he 
doesn’t Hke it and he doesn’t handle it for 
some reason.” 

Guys Reward handled the footing, not 
to mention a significant class drop and 
much easier competition than he had faced 
in his last few races, to give trainer Dale 
Romans his second straight victory in the 
Oceanport. 

Michael Bruder’s 7-year-old Kentucky- 
bred son of Grand Reward didn’t have to 
tangle with graded stakes-winning stable- 
mate Silver Max or two-time Horse of the 
Year Wise Dan and made the most of the 
opportunity. 

Ridden confidently by Monmouth’s 
leading jockey Paco Lope 2 , the pure closer 
let Fredericksburg do the hard work on 
the front end before making his trademark 
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late run to finish up in 1:40.48 and a length 
in front of Fredericksburg, who held off 
Under Control (Brz) for the place. 

Last year, Silver Max won the Oceanport 
for Romans. 


MAJESTIC RIVER GETS 
HOME FIRST IN MOLLY PITCHER 

Todd Fletcher’s Monmouth-based 
assistant Anthony Sciametta told Rosie 
Napravnik in his final instructions that 
when it was time to go with Majestic River 
in the $200,000 Molly Pitcher Stakes-G2, 
to ‘‘just go.” 

Did they ever, as the 4-year-old daugh¬ 
ter of A.P. Indy, who had assumed com¬ 
mand turning for home, responded to her 
rider’s urging and kicked clear through 
the lane for a decisive 21 / 2 -length win. 
Dispatched at 5-1, she won her first graded 
stakes for George Bolton, Barry Lipman 
and Natrona Racing Stable.

MAIN SEQUENCE GOES BIG TIME 
IN GRADE 1 UNITED NATIONS 

Coming in off an extended layoff, Main 
Sequence snapped a 10-race losing skid 
in his American debut when he captured 
the United Nations Stakes-Gl July 6 and 
earned a spot in the Breeders’ Cup Turf 
through the ‘‘Win and You’re In” program. 
But his upset victory required an interna¬ 
tional effort. 

“It took a lot of teamwork” Flaxman 
Holdings Ltd. racing manager Alan Cooper 
said by phone from London. “When he 
went stateside to Graham [Motion, his 
American trainer] just after Christmas, 
Graham was in constant contact with 
David Lanigan, who trained him here. 
They were in contact right before the race.” 


The 5-year-old gelded son of Aldebaran 
was bred in Kentucky by Flaxman, the 
American branch of Maria Niarchos- 
Gouaze’s breeding and racing operations, 
but was sent to England. He won the first 
four of 14 starts there and was second to 
the brilliant Camelot in the 2012 English 
Derby-Gl, but he kept hooking top quality 
competition and couldn’t reach the win¬ 
ner’s circle. 

Cooper said they had planned to run 
the horse, who tends to get nervous, in 
the Dubai Carnival in March, but he didn’t 
work well so they decided that he could use 
a change of scenery and significant fresh¬ 
ening across the pond. 

“He had a tough journey,” said Motion. 
“When he was shipped over to me, he had 


to spend close to two weeks in quarantine. 
He got sick. I was in no hurry to bring him 
back to the races and I had no specific tar¬ 
get for him. The United Nations was not in 
the original plan.” 

Yet Main Seqeunce worked so well over 
the all weather track at Fair HiU Training 
Center the trainer decided to roll the dice. 

“I really didn’t know if he would be 
competitive and I didn’t necessarily expect 
him to win off the [nine-month] layoff,” 
said Motion. “I hoped he would run well.” 

Main Sequence came from off the pace 
on firm turf under Rajiv Maragh to catch 
Twilight Eclipse in the final strides and win 
by a neck, covering the 1% miles in 2:14.23, 
less than a second off the course mark. ^

An Upward Path 

Fortune Pearl continues to improve 
with late charge in Delaware Oaks

With Trevor McCarthy letting everyone know where the filly stood in his heart (No. 1), 
Fortune Pearl becomes a stakes winner in the Grade 2 Delaware Oaks for trainer Graham Motion. 


U p and down the East Coast dur¬ 
ing the summer of 2014, trainer 
Graham Motion seemed to win or 
place in nearly every stakes race he entered. 
One of Motion’s stars in July was Zanim 
Meahjohn’s homebred Fortune Pearl, who 
vaulted from a third in the Grade 2 Black- 
Eyed Susan Stakes at Pimlico Race Course 
to upset favored Joint Return in the Grade 
2 Delaware Oaks July 5. 

With Trevor McCarthy aboard. Fortune 
Pearl rallied from far back to slice down 
the stretch and run down leader Aibhilin 
and win by 2 lengths. Joint Return, also a 
deep closer, came wide on the outside of 
Fortune Pearl but settled for second, nos¬ 
ing out Aibhilin in third. 

Interestingly, Motion’s first Delaware 
Oaks winner. Sincerely in 2000, came with 
McCarthy’s father and former leading 
Delaware rider Mike McCarthy aboard. 


‘‘I was not reaUy surprised Formne 
Pearl was far back early,” said Motion, who 
added he hadn’t concocted a game plan 
prior to the race. ‘‘She’s a very straightfor¬ 
ward filly to ride, so I really left it up to 
Trevor.” 

The daughter of Mineshaft broke her 
maiden at first asking (for a $32,000 claim¬ 
ing tag) on the Tampa Bay Downs turf last 
December, and then placed in two starter 
allowances before leaving Florida with the 
rest of Motion’s Fair HiU-based string in 
March. 

“She’s a big surprise to me, because 
she really improved when we got out 
of Florida and we ran her on the dirt 
at Pimlico,” Motion said. “She won that 
allowance race pretty nicely. We took a little 
bit of a gamble and ran her back two weeks 
later, and she ran well in the Black-Eyed 
Susan [her stakes debut].” 


Fortune Pearl won for the third time 
from seven starts, and pushed her career 
earnings to $272,547. 

Bred in Kenmcky, Fortune Pearl is the 
fourth winner from four foals of racing 
age for Chelsea’s Pearl, a stakes-placed 
daughter of Chelsey Cat bred in North 
Carolina by Nancy Shuford. Shuford sold 
Chelsea’s Pearl as a yearling, and Meahjohn 
purchased her for $20,000 at an OBS 
2-year-old sale in 2003. 

Fortune Pearl was foaled and raised 
at Pope McClean’s Crestwood Farm in 
Lexington. Her female family is also rep¬ 
resented by graded stakes winners Rugged 
Bugger, Indian Firewater and Four Flings. 

Meahjohn boards aU his mares, includ¬ 
ing Chelsea’s Pearl, at Crestwood, as well as 
any horses he might buy at auction. 

Chelsea’s Pearl has a yearling colt by 
Artie Schiller, produced a colt by First 
Defence this spring, and was bred back to 
Mineshaft, according to Crestwood’s Marc 
McLean. “She throws a baby with good 
size and leg,” said McLean, who added 
that it was exciting to see a horse that was 
foaled at Crestwood win a graded stakes. 

“When you have somebody like Mr. 
Meahjohn that breeds to race, it’s even 
more satisfying,” McLean said. 

BAHLEFIELD ANGEL CAPTURES 
CHRISTIANA FOR GORDER 

John and Martha Jane Mulholland’s 
Battlefield Angel continued her record of 
consistency when she captured her first 
stakes, the Christiana, on the turf July 9. 

Only out of the money once in seven 
starts, that being a sixth in the Arkngton- 
Washington Lassie Stakes last year after she 
Lobbied at the break, the 3-year-old Proud 
Citizen filly shipped to Delaware from 
Kellyn Gorder’s base at Keeneland. 

Battlefield Angel came in off a sharp 
turf allowance score June 5 at Arlington 
Park, and was installed the second choice 
behind Black Elegance (Ire), who had last 
raced in Italy. The winner stalked the early 
pace set by Legal Laura, collared that one 
on the far turn, and then kicked clear inside 
the eighth pole. Queenie’s Song, from the 
Motion barn, got up for second, nosing 
out Black Elegance. 

Out of the stakes-winning, graded 
stakes-placed Langfuhr mare Langara 
Lass, Battlefield Angel was sold as a year¬ 
ling for $45,000 to Eclipse Thoroughbred 
Partners, for whom she made her first four 
starts with trainer Wayne Catalano. Those 
included a third in the Grade 1 Alcibiades 
at Keeneland. 
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Sold privately to her current owners, 
she made her debut for them in May 

RISING STAR CASSATT PAINTS 
BRIGHT FUTURE FOR FOX HILL 

Fox Hill Farms’ 3-year-old Tapit fiUy 
Cassatt mrned heads with an impressive 
maiden-breaker at Fair Grounds in January, 
overcoming trouble to draw away from 
her seven opponents in ‘‘a stellar effort,” 
according to the official chart. 

Shelved soon after with a slight hair¬ 
line fracmre of a cannon bone, Cassatt 
then began working in earnest in June at 
Delaware Park for her return. She put in a 
final workout that impressed trainer Larry 
Jones and owner Rick Porter, timed in a 
bullet :58.40 for 5 furlongs and nearly 3 
seconds faster than the next quickest that 
day. The work set her up for a conditional 
allowance July 16 and she cruised to a 
4-length victory in the 5-furlong race under 
Kerwin Clark. 

“She lived up to Larry’s expectations,” 
Porter said. “She is special. Larry thinks 
she can be in the same league with Havre 
de Grace, and we are looking for big things 
from this fiUy” 

Porter purchased Cassatt for $300,000 
at the 2012 Keeneland September yearling 
sale. She is the first foal out of Justenuff- 
time, by Giant’s Causeway, a half-sister to 
champion Dreaming of Anna, graded win¬ 
ner and sire Lewis Michael and graded win¬ 
ner and Grade 1-placed Justenuffhumor. 
Bred in Kenmcky by Mt. Brilliant Farm, 
she won two of her first three starts. 

“Hopefully she’s over her shin issues 
and we’ll be seeing a good second half of 
the year with her,” Porter said. “She’s the 
kind that gets your blood going in this 
sport.”

Career Rejuvenation 

Last Heartbreaker rises from depths 
of claiming ranks for new trainer Perri

L ast Heartbreaker was nearly at the 
bottom of the claiming ladder in June 
2013 when Gina Perri, who had only 
gotten her trainees license a few months 
earlier at the age of 23, dropped the slip 
for $6,250 on behalf of her own Outta 
Control Racing Stables and partner AUen 
Jackson. 

The Sunday Break (Jpn) gelding, bred by 
Derry Meeting Farm and Jonathan Shep¬ 
pard's Ashwell Stables in Pennsylvania, 
began his career at 2 in 2011 under the 


tutelage of trainer Ricky Hendriks, He reg¬ 
istered a pair of wins in starter and allow¬ 
ance company and made an appearance 
in the Crowd Pleaser Handicap in 2012 at 
Parx Racing before the class descent. 

Claimed by Tim Hooper in March 2013 
for $5,000, Last Heartbreaker won and 
placed in similar company in his next three 
starts, the last a win when haltered by 
UnionviUe, Pa., native Perri. 

‘‘He has a really strong female family 
that has produced a lot of winners," said 


Perri, explaining one of the reasons why 
she decided to claim Last Heartbreaker. 

Last Heartbreaker is out of Last Valen¬ 
tine, by Devil His Due and is a half- 
sister to stakes winners Run for Joy and 
Miles Ahead and multiple winner and 
$105,020-earner Gone to Greece. 

The gelding made his first start for 
Perri two weeks later, for a $13,000 tag in 
a 5-furlong turf event and won by a neck 
to provide an immediate return on her 
investment. 

Last Heartbreaker hasn't run in claim¬ 
ing company since, competing in starter 
allowances, allowances and even the Penn 
Dash Stakes. His most recent victory for 
Perri came July 9, when he wired eight 
rivals in an allowance at 6 furlongs on the 
main track. 

Perri credits a winter vacation for the 
5-year-old gelding's good form of two 
wins, a second and two thirds from six 
starts in 2014 while earning $57,798. 

“I gave him the winter off and turned 
him out with an old show horse of 
mine," she said. “It really did him a lot 
of good-in his first start back [April 5 at 
Penn National] he gave me my first allow¬ 
ance win as a trainer." 

Perri, an experienced equestrian who 
has a stable of nine horses and exercises 
each one in the morning, described Last 
Heartbreaker as standing about 15.3 hands 
and with a stout build. 

“He's very friendly and he'll eat just 
about anything," she said. “He especially 
Hkes grapes and mints," 

Last Heartbreaker's only off-the-board 
finish this season was in the May 31 Penn 
Dash when fifth, but Perri said he didn't 
break well. His second stakes attempt came 
Aug. 2 in Monmouth Park's My Frenchman 
Stakes, a 5y2-furlong off-the-mrf test run 
over a sloppy track. He earned his first 
black-type when placing third, and boosted 
his career earnings to $210,968. 

Perri's accomplishments before she 
secured her trainer's license include win¬ 
ning the 2006 Jonathan Kiser Memorial 
Scholarship, which honors a junior race 
rider in the Maryland Governor's Cup 
Series whose sportsmanship and talent are 
worthy of cultivation. 

She spent a week with the late trainer 
Tom Voss at his Atlanta Hill Farm neat 
Monkton, Md., as part of the scholarship, 
and received the tuition to attend the North 
American Point-to-Point Association's 
Young Rider Steeplechase Camp. 

She learned about the intricacies of 
racing with the help of jockey Harry Vega

Al’s long road back 

Alfredo Romana rewards connections 
for patience, care in return to racetrack

Thanks in large part to a loyal and patient ownership group, and trainer David Nunn, 
Alfredo Romana returns a winner after a starter allowance at Parx Racing July 13. 


D avid Nunn did his homework and 
was excited to become the new 
owner of Alfredo Romana when he 
claimed the first-time starter for $25,000 
last October at Parx Racing, 

Little did he know that it would be nine 
months before the son of More Than 
Ready raced again, and there were many 
times when the coifs racing future—and 
his Hfe—seemed in doubt. But he did come 
back and rewarded Nunn and his two part¬ 
ners with a victory July 13 that he said was 
‘‘a bigger accomphshment than winning a 
graded stakes race.” 


It all began Oct. 15, 2013, when trainer 
Rudy Rodrigue 2 shipped the big bay 2-year- 
old to Parx for his debut. Nunn dropped 
the claim slip and then watched Alfredo 
Romana draw off to win by 7}/i lengths, 

“I was looking for a horse that could 
run in Florida, and he was not only a 
Florida-bred, but I saw that his dam. Cat 
in the Tree, was a hard-knocker who could 
run long or short, turf or dirt,” Nunn said. 
‘‘On top of that, he looked tike a million 
bucks.” 

Three days later, while still getting to 
know the new member of his stable at 


Overbrook Training Center base in Colts 
Neck, N.J., Nunn found himself taking 
the colt to Mid-Atlantic Equine Medical 
Center in Ringoes, N.J,, when he got sick. 

“It was really touch and go,” said Nunn, 
45, a former jockey who gets on all his 
horses in the morning, and the twin broth¬ 
er of Doug Nunn, also a former jockey 
and trainer. “He tried to founder on us, and 
looked Kke he was going to die. Fortunately 
there wasn’t any rotation in his feet, but 
he kept going the other way, kept getting 
sicker.” 

Eventually, Alfredo Romana, nick¬ 
named “Al” by Nunn and parmers Maria- 
Claire Van Sant and Theresa Salerno, 
became well enough to ship to Florida this 
past winter, where he started light training. 
Unfortunately, another setback was lurking 
just around the corner. 

“We discovered he had a breathing 
issue, and did routine surgery to correct 
it, but then he got an infection from the 
surgery,” said Nunn. 

Not long afterwards, “Al” spiked a 
106.2 temperamre, and was sent to an 
equine cknic in Wellington, where he spent 
several weeks. 

“His temperature went up, it went back 
down, it went up again,” Nunn said. “His 
weight dropped. They thought he had a 
rare disease, but couldn’t really put their 
finger on it. I actually had the go-ahead 
from my partners to put him down if need 
be, but we aU said, ‘we’ve come this far, let’s 
give him a chance.’” 

The battle cry among the parmers was 
“it’s aU about Al.” 

Nunn gradually nursed “Al” back to 
health, put him back in training, and he was 
able to make his remrn in a starter allow¬ 
ance, nearly nine months after the claim. 

And he was more than ready to roU. 
Under Edwin Rivera, the colt raced in 
fourth early, stayed on the rail through the 
turn and into the stretch, and then burst 
past horses to win by three-quarters of a 
length over Synchronous in 1:03.59 for 51/2 
furlongs. 

The screams and shouting for Alfredo 
Romana from the grandstand were deaf¬ 
ening. 

Not only was it a triumph against the 
odds for the colt, but it was also the first 
win as an owner for Van Sant, a second- 
grade teacher from Point Pleasant, N.J.

His dam Cat in the Tree is a 
half-sister to multiple graded stakes winner 
and sire Custom for Carlos, stakes winner 
Mimi's Bling and stakes-placed Masasi. 

CATCHING UP WITH BEN’S CAT 

Maryland-bred gelding Ben's Cat made 
it a three-peat in the Grade 3, $200,000 
Parx Dash July 12, rallying from last to win 
the 5-furlong turf sprint. 

The 8-year-old son of Parker's Storm 
Cat was sent off as the third betting choice 
behind favored Tightend Touchdown and 
Marchman, and it took an electrifying 
stretch run to mow down the frontrunners 
and get the win in the final strides. 

Three horses hit the wire together, the 
photo showing Ben's Cat a nose in front 
of Tightend Touchdown, with Marchman 
another nose back in third. 

The $120,000 earned by Ben's Cat 
pushed his career earnings to $2,105,990. 
The Parx Dash was his 27th win from 41 
starts, and his 22nd stakes victory. 

“Many times, when he's way back like 
he was today, he looks hopelessly beaten," 
said winning trainer King Leatherbury. 
“He always tries to beat the horses in front 
of him, so we don't want him to go to the 
front too soon or he'll get to loafing." 

TRAINER SEREY PULLS 
ALLOWANCE DOUBLE 

July 19 proved quite profitable for 
trainer Mario Serey Jr. as he saddled the 
winners of both state-bred allowance races 
on the card. 

Serey tightened the girth on Freedom 
Acres' homebred Disco Chick as she cap¬ 
tured the third race of her career with a 
flourish, taking a 5!/2-furlong conditional 
allowance for fillies and mares by 6 lengths. 

The victory was the second in three 
starts this year for the speedy 3-year-old, a 
daughter of Jump Start out of Disco Flirt, 
by Disco Rico. 

One race later Serey sent out Mike 
Jester's homebred Grasshoppin to a three- 


quarter-length win in the 7-furlong allow¬ 
ance for 3-year-olds and up. 

Grasshoppin, a 3-year-old son of for¬ 
mer Penn Ridge Farms staUion Cat Thief, 
has raced exclusively at Parx. He won first 
time out April 6 and was second in three 
consecutive allowances prior this win. 

NEWS AND NOTES 

■ Jockey Tony Black, 62, who has won 
5,207 races in his long career, was injured 
during morning training hours July 12. 

Black, who was working a horse at the 
time of the incident, broke his right arm 
when he was pitched to the ground when 
part of his saddle broke, and required 


transportation to a nearby hospital and 
then surgery to repair the bone. 

The veteran, 23rd on the North 
American list of all-time leading jockeys 
by victories, said he would hke to try and 
come back and win a few more. 

■ Longtime Parx track superintendent 
Roy Smith resigned the week of July 14 
and management began a search for his 
replacement, running advertisements in 
trade publications that requested resumes 
be sent to racing secretary Sal Sinatra. 

The Bensalem oval's turf course has 
been especially hard hit this season, with 
the track planning a three-week hiatus 
from grass racing in mid-August to allow 
the course to recuperate. ^

Charles Town fixture Lucy’s Bob Boy 
triumphs in ciassy allowance race

T rainer Sandra Dono had to hand it to 
Charlie McIntosh. The racing secre¬ 
tary for Charles Town Races seemed 
to pull a fast one with the condition book 
for at least one night. 

Fast—thafs what the field stacked up as 
in a 7-furlong 1>30,000 open allowance for 
older horses Aug. 1. 

With no stakes races scheduled for July 
and the same conditions and distance 
applying for the upcoming Frank GaU 
Memorial three weeks later, it did seem that 
McIntosh found a way to lure the track’s 
top horses for relative pocket change. 


‘dt was a stakes without the purse,” 
Dono said with a rueful smde. 

Dono could smile after her prized sta¬ 
ble dweller, 5-year-old chestnut gelding 
Lucy’s Bob Boy, snapped a three-race win¬ 
less streak in impressive fashion in quick 
time against top-flight competition. 

“He’s back,” Dono said. 

That much was apparent as the multiple 
stakes-winning state-bred son of Flatter 
stared down an impressive cast of rivals 
that included Managed Account, longtime 
rival RusseU Road, stakes winner In the 
Fairway and former graded stakes runners 
Escrow Kid and Smash and Grab. 


Troubled by injuries to both front feet, 
Lucy’s Bob Boy had not won since scoring 
a March 29 allowance. His first setback-a 
seventh in the Grade 2 Charles Town 
Classic-came as no shock, but the horse 
widely considered the best at the track fol¬ 
lowed up with fourths in allowance races 
at Mountaineer and back at Charles Town. 

Dono said a nice layoff seemed to 
help. She got the green light from owner 
Michael Furr to send Lucy’s Bob Boy out 
with a pony for about three weeks of rest, 
then brought him back easy. Two weeks 
before his breakthrough race, Dono had 
him back at work with a bullet workout. 

“We waited until he was right this time,” 
Dono said. “We didn’t have any doubts in 
our mind this time. He was working good.” 

Arnaldo Bocachica sensed the differ¬ 
ence in his longtime mount, when Lucy’s 
Bob Boy seemed affronted by an early bid 
from Warrioroftheroses. 

“It was like he kept sending with me,” 
Bocachica said. “I didn’t want to let him 
go, but he kept sending so I let him go.” 

Wise move, as Lucy’s Bob Boy turned 
on the speed heading into the far turn to 
regain the lead and extended his advantage

down the stretch to win by SVz lengths. Managed Account rallied 
to finish second with Russell Road third. 

Dono said Lucy’s Bob Boy showed gHmpses of his form dur¬ 
ing the race at Mountaineer. He might have finished even higher 
on the board if not for that arduous cross-state trip. 

‘We couldn’t train him as hard, but now he’s a lot better so 
we can put him back into regular training,” Dono said. “We were 
just training him hghdy for those other races. That Mountaineer 
race wasn’t that bad. He came up with a good speed number and 
everything. The shipping bothered him, that’s a five-, six-hour 
drive up there.” 

To Bocachica, when Lucy’s Bob Boy “is 100 percent, he’s the 
best horse I ever ride.” Bocachica didn’t think he was quite there 
yet, even after the allowance win. Dono didn’t disagree, but fully 
expects Lucy’s Bob Boy to be at fuU strength by the time the West 
Virginia Breeders Classic rolls around in October. 

“He can give me more, I know he can give me more,” 
Bocachica said. “When he’s working great every day, that’s when 
he’s at his best. I don’t think he’s at 100 percent yet, and he stiU 
ran really, really good.” 

HOT SIRE 

John McKee’s been breeding and training horses for decades, 
and recent results show the longtime West Virginia horsemen still 
knows how to prepare winning horses for Charles Town. 

Flirting Song, a 4-year-old homebred fiUy and the 2012 Tri- 
State Futurity winner, snapped an eight-race winless streak with a 
score in a July 18 allowance. The daughter of Fiber Sonde won the 
7-furlong test by Wi lengths. 

A week later, another homebred Fiber Sonde fiUy, 3-year-old 
Cat Thats Grey, scored a 7 y 2 -length victory as the prohibitive 
favorite in a 4 y 2 -furlong allowance for state-breds. 

Fiber Sonde stands at McKee and Cynthia O’Bannon’s Beau 
Ridge Farm in KearneysviUe. Through early August the son of 
Unbridled’s Song sired 12 winners this year from 20 starters; Cat 
Thats Grey is his leading earner with a bankroll of $38,728. 

TOUGH ENTRY 

July was lean for stakes-caliber horses at Charles Town and 
offered precious few conditions even for allowance races. That 
necessitated a bit of creative scheduling by leading trainer Jeff 
Runco, who took the rare step of fielding an entry for a July 24 
allowance for filhes and mares. Runco sent out Navy Chapel, a 
multiple stakes winner he owns in partnership with Neil Glasser, 
and Spa Creek, a sohd allowance runner he co-owns with David 
Raim, to compete in the 6 y 2 -furlong test. It’s never a first choice 
for Runco to run an entry, but sometimes it’s the best way to get 
his horses to the track. 

“The horses are aU going to run on their own merit,” Runco 
said. “We prefer not to, but sometimes these horses fall into the 
same category after awhile, especially these West Virginia-breds 
that are in these open conditions. It helps to make the race go, and 
it’s not a big deal.” 

Runco has longstanding relationships with Glasser and Raim, 
which helps when plotting the best racing course for the horses 
he trains. And Runco knows how to pick his spots—Navy Chapel 
won by three-quarters of a length and Spa Creek was second. 

“I own half of both of them,” Runco said. “I’m parmers 
with two nice guys and they know how it works out. Sometimes 
it works out where they win. Sometimes the other guy wins. The 
main thing is to get a horse in the right spots.” ^

Double the Fun 

Motion, Rodriguez team up for stakes 
scores with Star Peari, Edge of Reaiity

T he magic number at Presque Isle 
Downs July 13 was ‘Wo” The card 
featured two Pennsylvania-bred 
stakes, two heads-up rides by jockey Erick 
Rodriguez, two close finishes and two 
stakes wins for trainer Graham Motion. 

It started with the $75,000 Northern 
Fhng Stakes for filhes and mares, 3 and up, 
when Motion sent out Pearl Bloodstock 
Ltd.’s improving 4-year-old Tapit fiUy Star 
Pearl. 

Bred by Stephen E. Quick, Star Pearl is 
the first foal out of the Crypto Star mare 
Lexi Star, a weU-known Mid-Adantic cam¬ 
paigner who won five stakes and earned 
$605,424 during her career. The filly 
sold for $150,000 at the 2011 Keeneland 
September Yearling sale, was exported, 
and made her first five starts in England. 
She showed a nice turn of foot in her 
American synthetic surface debut in April 
at Keeneland before winning an allowance 
in May at Presque Isle. The Northern Fling 
was her first stakes test and she passed, 
holding off stablemate Cat’s Holiday to 
win the 1 -mile race by a length in 1:37.01. 

“The filly has improved this year,” said 
Motion. “She’s improved a httie bit every 
time she has run. So, I was really encour¬ 
aged by her race.” 

The night only got better for Motion 
less than an hour later in the $75,000 
Leematt Stakes for older males. On paper, 
it looked hke a two-horse race and it mrned 
out that way. Motion-trained Edge of 
Reality, owned by The Elks tone Group, 
was up against last year’s Leematt winner, 
Ellendale Racing’s Roadhog, sent out by 
trainer Lizzie Merryman. 

Typically sharp out of the gate. Edge of 
Reality found himself nearly 10 lengths 
behind pacesetter Pacific Ridge through¬ 
out the first half mile. 

“By chance, he got shuffled back prob¬ 
ably a httie further than he’s used to being 
going into the first turn,” Motion said. 
“Erick did the right thing and let him settle 
in. It really seemed to help the horse, actu- 
aUy, because he seemed to run one of his 
best races from off the pace, which he 
hadn’t really done before.” 

Approaching the turn for home. Edge 
of Reahty swung four-wide and, within a 
matter of seconds, inhaled the entire field 
at the top of the stretch. While he and 
Rodriguez found clear sailing on the out¬ 
side, Roadhog and Kendrick Carmouche 
were stuck behind a wall of tiring horses. 
By the time they got through and put in a 
final surge, it was too late.

In a chalky, aU-Fair TTiU exacta, Edge of 
Reality held on to win by a head in a final 
time of 1:37,48 for the 1 mile. 

The victory marked the second career 
stakes score for the 4-year-old son of 
Lawyer Ron, who won the Grade 3 Smarty 
Jones Stakes last September at Parx. 

NO JOKE FOR LAST LAUGH NOW 

It isn’t rocket science. Not to Ron Potts, 
at least. The secret to the torrid run his 
horse Last Laugh Now is on at Presque 
Isle? 

‘d don’t really think there is any secret,” 
Potts said. ‘‘The horse has really taken to 
the synthetic.” 

Well, that’s for certain. Last Laugh Now 
extended his record to 5-for-5 at the cur¬ 
rent meet, with wins in starter allowances 
going 1 mile and 70 yards July 9 and 31. 
During the streak, which dates back to a 
claiming victory May 12, only one horse 
has even finished within a length of Last 
Laugh Now. 

“Since he’s been here, he’s just been 
beating up on the starter competition,” 
Potts said. 

Prior to the switch to the Tapeta at 
Presque Isle, the 5-year-old son of Yankee 
Gentieman had won nine times in 29 
races-aU at Laurel Park, Suffolk Downs 
and Tampa Bay Downs. The change in 
surface has obviously made a difference 
but Potts also gelded Last Laugh Now after 
claiming him from Manfred Roos and John 
Rigattieri last November at Laurel. 

“It helped him a lot because he was a 
very busy horse when I claimed him and 
I think gelding him really just kind of 
relaxed him,” Potts said. 


Potts isn’t considering a class jump for 
Last Laugh Now. The plan is to give the 
horse a break following the Presque Isle 
meet and to bring him back next year in 
$7,500 starters. 

“We’U just stay at this level and ride it 
out,” Potts said. 

GALLARDO’S SPLASH 

It isn’t always easy for a man to leave 
home. 

Antonio Gallardo has done it twice in 
the past six years. 

First, he left his native Spain to pursue 
a career in the U.S. as a professional jockey. 
TTaving reached new heights this year in 
capturing his first riding tide at Tampa Bay 
Downs, Gallardo left his home in Florida 
a few months ago to chase down another 
dream, this time at Presque Isle Downs. 

“At first, I was a little bit scared going 
to a new place,” Gallardo said. “All of my 
family, like my wife and my little kids, are 
in Tampa. . . that was a tittle tough. Good 
thing now that there are computers and 
Skype.” 


While Gallardo, 27, has kept in contact 
with his family—including his 6-month-old 
daughter—through a computer monitor, 
they’ve watched with pride as he’s soared 
to the top of the Presque Isle jockey 
standings. Through Aug. 10, Gallardo had 
earned more money and won more races 
than any other jockey at the Erie oval. TTe 
led defending riding title winner Pablo 
Morales in the win column 62-60. 

“I feel great. I’m so happy because I’m 
new here at Presque Isle,” GaUardo said. 

Once the current meet concludes, 
Gallardo plans on going back to Spain to 
visit family there for the first time in three 
years. Tie’s also looking forward to being 
back in Tampa this winter and spending 
time with his newborn, his 6-year-old son 
and his wife. In the meantime, a riding title 
at Presque Isle is within reach and makes 
the time away from home a tittle easier. 

“It’s tike a dream,” GaUardo said. “I feel 
so happy. I’m doing good, winning races 
and I’m trying.” ^

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Hello, America 

English import Makari handles move, 
wins Grade 1 at Saratoga for Voss family

E lizabeth Voss hosed off her horse’s 
chest, shoulders and face while stand¬ 
ing on the Saratoga Race Course dirt 
track early Thursday afternoon. She fin¬ 
ished, shook the water from her hands 
with a flick, took three steps and let out a 
long breath. 

‘Tshwooh.” You could almost hear it 
over the commotion in the winner’s circle 
and the tone of track announcer Tom 
Durkin reciting the facts after the Grade 1 
A.P. Smithwick Memorial steeplechase 
stakes at Saratoga July 31. Then the trainer 
did it again. Somewhere, the skies rumbled 
with thunder—far away but close enough 
to know it was there. 

Six months after her father, veteran 
trainer Tom Voss, died at 63, six months 










after she decided to manage the stable, 
six months after she said she was going 
to Saratoga's Oklahoma Annex with a 
stable of horses the way her father did, she 
won a Grade 1 steeplechase at Saratoga. 
Merriebelle Stable's Makari (GB), an 
Enghsh import who met the Voss string 
at Saratoga two weeks earlier, out-bobbed 
Demonstrative on the hne to win the 
$100,000 Smithwick by a nose at 9-2. 

‘dt's not sinking in, it won't sink in for 
a while," Voss said after the photos, the 
hugs, a few tears, the champagne toast in 
the trustees room. ‘What's it been, 11 years 
since we won this race? We just missed the 
Kiser last week; obviously that's an impor¬ 
tant race to us but the A.P. Smithwick was 
always one my dad would talk about. It's 
been elusive for years. To have my first 
graded stakes win at Saratoga, with this 
race, it is amazing." 

Tom Voss called Paddy Smithwick, a 
HaU of Fame jump jockey who died in 
1973, a second father. Smithwick's son 
Patrick and Tom Voss were hfelong friends. 
Tom Voss would aim for a sharp Smithwick 
runner every year at Saratoga. As Ehzabeth 
said, it had been 11 years since a Voss 
accepted the Smithwick trophy. 

Makari made sure there would not be 
a 12th. 

The 7-year-old broke in the middle 
and found a spot inside, relaxed, turned 
off as Pleasant Woodman stole to an 
early lead and the field of 10 unfolded. 
Heavily favored Eclipse Award winner 
Divine Formne setup in second. Normally 
settied early. Demonstrative mgged into 
third, followed by Wanganui, Spy in the 
Sky and All Together. Makari barely made 
the third fence, skimming the wing after 
being pushed way inside by All Together. 
From there, the trip played out like a script. 

With 7 furlongs to run, Makari was 
sixth, to AH Together's outside with three 
horses across the track in front of him. 
As usual, the tempo ratcheted on the final 
run up the backside. Pleasant Woodman 
stiU led coming to the second-last, but 
the sorting had just begun. Never looking 
comfortable. Divine Fortune backed up. 
Spy in the Sky and Wanganui began to tire. 

Looming like a dark cloud over a brood¬ 
mare field. Demonstrative advanced to 
second. Makari entered the final turn third, 
just outside Demonstrative, but eased 
to the inside behind Pleasant Woodman 
and waited. Demonstrative responded to

Robbie Walsh and uncoiled long strides off 
the bend to go after Pleasant Woodman 
with purpose. Jack Doyle stayed quiet 
on the winner, let the inside path open 
and produced his horse. Demonstrative 
soared the last. Makari just jumped it, but 
lost no time and went up by a neck in 
the final sixteenth. Demonstrative, run¬ 
ning his A race for the first time in 14 
months, responded and battled back. They 
hit the wire together, one head going up 
and one going down in the give-and-take 
of Thoroughbred strides. While getting 
12 pounds from the runner-up, Makari 
got the nod after IGVi furlongs and nine 
jumps. Pleasant Woodman stayed on for 
third, beaten 714 lengths after 2Vu miles in 
3:48.33. In his fifth try at the Smithwick, 
Divine Formne was pulled up. 

English-based jump jockey Doyle, in 
his second American ride, won a Grade 1. 

“It was very quiet in the summer in 
England, I thought if I don't do it now. 
I'm 25, I'd probably never do it," he said. “I 
said I'd give it a go and see how it goes. It 
couldn't have gone better than that." 

A winner of 15 races last season in Eng¬ 
land, Doyle has been riding out for Voss at 
Saratoga, and—like everybody else in the 
barn—Hked what he saw from Makari. 

“I knew of him [in England]," he said. 
“I had never sat on him. From the first day 
he came here, he felt like a proper machine 
and he proved that today, hopefully he'll 
improve off that." 

Makari won four times over Enghsh 
hurdles and twice more over the bigger 
chase fences. Those last two wins came 


in May at Uttoxeter (by 11 lengths) and 
in June at Newton Abbott (by 9 lengths) 
for top Enghsh trainer Nicky Henderson. 
Voss' husband Gary Murray, the racing 
manager for Merriebelle (Charhe NoeU 
and John Moores), saw the horse run at 
Cheltenham in March, remembered him 
and made the buy. He arrived July 18, 
straight from quarantine. 

Voss and Murray took the conservative 
route early with the horse. 

“We just kept a close eye on him. If 
he wasn't eating, if he wasn't anything, we 
wouldn't have run," she said. “He looked 
good after a long trip. We just wanted to 
make sure. Every day looked better and 
better so we said we'd give it a shot. He's 
a beautiful mover. Watching him gallop on 
the turf, he's gorgeous." 

He was even prettier Thursday, deliver¬ 
ing the trainer's first graded stakes score 
in a race her father held dear at a track he 
prowled-in the mornings aboard classy 
ex-racehorses and in the afternoons with 
stars both flat and jump. 

Thursday, Tom Voss' daughter posed 
for a win photo with her mother, young 
daughter, husband, the Smithwick family. 
It felt right, even if a little bit different. The 
moment was lost on no one. 

“I can't teU you how proud I am of 
her," said Elizabeth's mother and Tom's 
widow Mimi. “She is a great horsewoman 
and her father's death is so hard on all 
of us. I'm so glad that she won this race 
because this race was so important to her 
father. It meant a lot to him, so it means a 
lot to the rest of us."

‘FREE’ HORSE COMES 
THROUGH AGAIN 

Virsito came back to the winner’s cir¬ 
cle after a $65,000 steeplechase optional 
claimer July 30 and looked every bit a war¬ 
rior. During the race, he’d bitten his tongue 
and was bleeding inside his mouth. Before 
the race, he’d bounced off the rail leaving 
the paddock and gashed his right hip. 

None of it mattered, as he thumped six 
others with his third jump triumph in four 
starts since making the conversion in 2012. 
The son of Dynaformer won four times 
on the flat for trainer Alan Goldberg, but 
was staring at retirement after a suspensory 
injury. Until Goldberg offered steeplechase 
trainer Jack Fisher a deal. 

‘‘Take the horse, free,” Goldberg told 
Fisher. “When he runs, send me $25,000. 
And if he runs, he’ll win.” 

Fisher wasn’t so sure, but took the deal. 
Virsito won his first jump start in May 
2012, Fisher sent Goldberg a check. The 
Kentucky-bred won again that summer 
at Saratoga, but went to the sidelines for 
21 months with more suspensory trouble. 
Fisher brought the now 8-year-old back 
for a Grade 1 try in May and he pulled up. 
Then came Saratoga, and a $30,000 claim¬ 
ing tag. 

“I figured for 30, if somebody else 
wanted him they could claim him,” Fisher 
said. “That’s where he belonged. He’s had 
some problems.” 

Fisher connected with jockey Paddy 
Young before Saratoga and they lined up 


some mounts. Virsito was pretty high on 
the list. 

“He called me after Fair HiU and said, 
‘what’s the score for Saratoga?’” Young 
said. “I gave him the definites I had and 
he texted me a list of horses and this horse 
was open. At no point was I going to turn 
him down. Originally, I thought he was 
going for the A.P. Smithwick and I was still 
wanting to ride him, when they said they 
were dropping him in for the 30, he was 
the one to beat.” 

ARMATA, WYATT WIN 
WITH SPRING PURCHASE 

There is a moment for all steeplechase 
participants, around the end of May, when 
they take stock of their Saratoga stock. 

Sometimes, the well runs deep and 
other times the well has run dry. This 
May, Perry Bolton and Ben Griswold of 
Armata Stable needed a horse for Saratoga. 
They stepped up and purchased Rudyard 
K from his breeder Frances Hill Myers 
and her son Hill Parker. Todd Wyatt took 
over the training of the 5-year-old son of 
Kipling and aimed at Saratoga. Sent off 
the favorite in a $65,000 allowance July 23, 
the first jump race of the meet, the Ohio- 
bred delivered with a facile score for the 
Marylanders. 

Ridden by Ross Geraghty, Rudyard K 
puUed hard but managed to sit just off the 
pace before taking over leaving the back¬ 
side the final time. Sent past Albany Road 
on the turn, Rudyard K flew the last and 


galloped to the line to score by 5y4 lengths 
over Selection Sunday and Syros. 

In steeplechasing, trainers are used to 
starting with a mixing bowl, flour, eggs, 
milk.. .this was a baked cake. 

“You could look at pages and pages of 
form and not find a horse like this,” Wyatt 
said. “It’s different, it’s a tittle bit unnerv¬ 
ing because I don’t really know the horse. 
I thought he was doing OK, he looks tike 
a field horse, he’s got a couple tittle things 
that make you wonder how he’s doing, but 
I liked his last couple of works, you could 
tell he was a nice horse, in behind, you 
could see he had a lot there.” 

Rudyard K broke his flat maiden for 
Myers and Parker at Thistledown in 2011. 
He finished third four times at River 
Downs, Thistledown and Beulah Park 
before converting to steeplechasing. He 
won his debut at Block House in North 
Carolina in 2012 for Myers and trainer 
Lilith Boucher. By fall, he was back with 
Parker (who sells real estate as his real job 
in Lexington, Ky), winning a claimer last 
fall. This spring, he emerged as a top nov¬ 
ice with a strong second in the Marcellus 
Frost at the Iroquois Steeplechase in May. 
That’s when the offers started coming. 

Parker sent the horse and instructions. 

“They could not have been nicer and 
more forthcoming about information, 
which has made a big difference,” Wyatt 
said. “There were a couple of times when 
I scratched my head and I looked through 
Hill’s note and there was the answer, that 
was very helpful, a lot of people want you

to do well but not great, they were genu¬ 
inely very helpful. I tried not to change 
much. He’s just a nice horse.”

Trainers Richard Valentine and Eh 2 a- 
beth Voss Murray stood at the top of the 
clubhouse stairs and watched. Assistants 
Laird George and Gary Murray leaned 
on the rail of the winner’s circle and 
watched. The replay of Awesome Pearl 
and Kingdom played again and again. 
Nobody dared. 

Finally Tom Durkin’s voice broke the 
trance, announcing Valentine’s Awesome 
Pearl as the winner over Murray’s Kingdom 
in the $75,000 Jonathan Kiser Memorial 
novice stakes at Saratoga July 24. Valentine 
turned to Eh 2 abeth Murray, ^^Sorry.” Laird 
turned to Gary Murray, ^‘Sorry.” Then 
everybody exhaled. 

Gill Johnston’s Awesome Pearl snuck 
past Kingdom in the final stride to upset 
the race by a nose. Kieran Norris, winning 
his first race at Saratoga, guided the son of 
Awesome Again. The first two home were 
the last two early, benefitting from a rapid 
pace set by favorite Saint Jerome (Ire). 
Imported after winning three hurdle races 
in England, Saint Jerome opened 8 lengths 
quickly. Second choice Top Striker led the 
peloton. Kingdom and Awesome Pearl 


were under pressure from the outset. Gus 
Dahl shook up Kingdom after the third 
hurdle. Norris roused Awesome Pearl after 
the fourth. 

As the field turned down the backside 
the final time. Kingdom circled wide while 
Awesome Pearl maneuvered along the 
cones. Kingdom blundered at the third- 
last, hampering third choice Schoodic, but 
recovered quickly. Awesome Pearl contin¬ 
ued to creep as Saint Jerome retreated. Top 
Striker picked it up, lifting off at the last 
in front but misfired. Kingdom, who had 
circled horses around the two final mrns, 
landed over the last in front. Awesome 
Pearl ducked inside and nailed him on the 
hne. 

Awesome Pearl won for the third time 
in his hurdle career. Purchased at England’s 
Tattersalls October Horses in Training 
Sale in 2012, the Kentucky-bred finished 
fifth in his hurdle debut in April 2013 
and returned to finish 35 lengths behind 
Kingdom in a maiden last spring. 

‘After that race, I was told I would be 
lucky to win a maiden claimer with him,” 
Valentine said. 

Freshened for the summer and united 
with Norris, Awesome Pearl returned to 
win twice last fall. 

“Kieran is the key with this horse,” 
Valentine said. “He has a lot of faith in 
him. I was worried early, but when he 


switched down to the inner, I think that’s 
what did it, he Hkes a battle.” 

The 35-1 winner lit up the tote board to 
the tune of $72 to win and was part of a 
$744 exacta with 10-1 shot Kingdom and a 
$4,595 thfecta with 32-1 Sporty. 

NOTES 

In mid-summer, the National Steeple¬ 
chase Association created a task force to 
address promotion and growth with the 
mission of attracting new owners and 
horses to the sport. A Saratoga advertising 
campaign feamred testimonials from lead¬ 
ing flat owners Cot Campbell of Dogwood 
Stable and Dr. J. David Richardson. . . 
The September jump schedule begins at 
Belmont Park Sept. 18 and starts in earnest 
with the Shawan Downs meet in Maryland 
Sept. 27 and the Foxfield Fall meet in 
Virginia Sept. 28. . . Traditional high- 
hghts include the rich Far PiiUs Races in 
New Jersey Oct. 18 and the Colonial Cup 
in South Carohna Nov. 15. . . Virginia’s 
International Gold Cup meet plans a mixed 
card that includes three $25,000 flat races. 
Two (at 7 furlongs and IVs mdes) carry 
the conditions of Virginia-bred, -sired or 
-owned horses preferred. The third is the 
Old Dominion Championship restricted 
to horses bred or sired in Virginia. The 
day will also include the $50,000 Zeke 
Ferguson, a hurdle stakes run at Colonial 
Downs since 1998. ■

Bullsbay gets 1st winner with Spa 2-year-oid 


L iving up to his name, Bullheaded 
Boy was tough and determined in his 
2-year-old debut at Saratoga July 31. 
The son of first-year sire Bullsbay got 
slammed at the start of the 5-furlong 
maiden special weight for New York-breds, 
made a four-wide move into the stretch 
and fought off his challengers to win by 
a half length over a sloppy (sealed) track. 

Bred by Zeke Kobak and Danny 
Bramer, Bullheaded Boy is a May foal and 
the first out of Sister Dyer, a daughter of 
Pulpit and graded stakes winner Belterra. 

Three times he had gone through the 
auction ring: he was a $9,500 RNA at 
the 2013 Fasig-Tipton Kenmcky Winter 
Mixed sale in February; a $40,000 sale at 
the Saratoga New York-bred Preferred 
Yearhngs that August; and then sold for 
$115,000 at the OBS June Two-Year-Olds 
and Florses of Racing Age sale. 

Owned by Gary Barber and trained by 
Todd Pletcher, BuUheaded Boy went off as 
the 7-10 favorite in the field of eight. 

Bullsbay, a Grade 1 winner at Saratoga 
when taking the 2009 Whitney Handicap, 
has 23 registered 2-year-olds. 

A son of Horse of the Year and suc¬ 
cessful Kentucky stallion Tiznow, the 
10 -year-old stood his first three seasons 
at Northview Stallion Station in Maryland 


before moving to Northview PA in Peach 
Bottom for the 2014 season. 

An earner of $923,245, BuUsbay is out 
of The Hess Express (by Lord Carson), a 
stakes-placed winner of $154,993 and the 
dam of four stakes winners from eight 
foals to race. Bullsbay is a half-broth¬ 
er to graded stakes winner Our Khrysty 
($313,260, Turnback the Alarm H-G3, 


etc.), three-time stakes winner and graded 
stakes-placed Vegas No Show, and unde¬ 
feated juvenile Hidden Expression—all 
stakes winners at 2. 

His third dam, Grecian Comedy, is a 
half-sister to miUionaire Grecian Fhght. 

Trained in the region by Graham 
Motion, BuUsbay stood this past breeding 
season for $3,000 five foal.

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A funny thing happened 
on the way to The Forum 
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audeville comedians 
often began a story with: "A 
funny thing happened on the 
way to the theater.'' A Broad¬ 
way musical about ancient 
Rome borrowed the line in the 
1960s, but changed theater to 
"forum." And so this story is 
yet another reprise: 

A funny thing happened 
on the way to the 2014 Mary¬ 
land Horse Forum. 

Here's the funny thing. We 
learned that Thoroughbred 
folks don't truly appreciate 
what a huge business horses 
are in Maryland, or under¬ 
stand the power generated 
when the equine family oper¬ 
ates in concert. A 30-second 
video produced by the Mary¬ 
land Horse Industry Board 
told us that 80,000 horses call 
Maryland home; 

• that they eat and sleep in 
16,000 equine facilities, from 
fabulous Fair Hill to humble 
one-horse run-in sheds; 

• that we are a $1 billion 
industry comprised of 40 
breeds, with 300 stallions, for 
35 riding disciplines, from 
barrel racing to Thoroughbred 
racing; 

• that 2,000 miles of trails 
are available for riding out 
from 700 licensed stables; 

• that Maryland has more 
horses per square mile than 
any other state in the union.

Funny how much you can 
learn in 30 seconds. Multiply 
that infomercial by six hours 
of concentration at the forum, 
and a Thoroughbred person 
stands to learn something. 

At the forum, we had a 
funny feeling that not enough 
horse folks. Thoroughbred or 
otherwise, know about the ev- 
ery-five-year assemblage, held 
this year on Aug. 7. We learned 
a funny word: Quinquenni¬ 
al. At five-year intervals, the 
Maryland horse community 
comes together for this fami¬ 
ly meeting, held at the Prince 
George's Equestrian Center in 
Upper Marlboro. 

Every distant-cousin or¬ 
ganization, every equine es¬ 
quire in the family, every fox¬ 
hunting uncle and trail-riding 
aunt, every family member 
with a hand in the horse game, 
was represented. While the 
vast arena floor was a sea of 
occupied tables, all the specta¬ 
tor seats above were empty, as 
though a concert had sold only 
floor-seating. If 300 were in at¬ 
tendance, 3,000 should have 
been, a promotional push to 
remember five years hence. 
Buses should load up from the 
four corners of the state. 

True, it is hard to get off the 
farm. Horse farmers live on de 
facto islands, mired in labor, 
caring for jealous and hungry 


four-legged friends. And, well, 
it is August, a tough month to 
call the family together. They 
did have a quorum at the fo¬ 
rum, and their work, a recap 
of the sessions, will serve as a 
"state of the industry" report 
to go to the Governor. 

A little alphabet soup for 
lunch: In 1985, the Maryland 
Horse Council (MHC) was 
foaled as a coalition of the 
many enthusiasts and varied 
industry groups that call 
Maryland home. The MHC 
works to give a voice to the 
broader industry, and acts as 
another representative in An¬ 
napolis. In turn, in 1998, the 
Maryland Department of Ag¬ 
riculture (MDA) foaled the 
Maryland Horse Industry 
Board (MHIB) as the equine 
commodity group with the 
mission to grow and promote, 
as well as regulate the indus¬ 
try. 

Under executive director 
Ross Peddicord's enthusiastic 
guidance, MHIB has become a 
promotional force. "Maryland 
is a country full of horses," 
Peddicord said. "It's like Ire¬ 
land. They have the Irish 
Derby, we have the Preak- 
ness. They have the Dublin 
Horse Show, we have 70 horse 
shows here at the P. G. Eques¬ 
trian Center every year. Every 
county fair has a horse show. 





We had 28 different sponsors 
for the forum, and 45 different 
organizations attended. We 
have a network of connected 
horse facilities that together 
will comprise a state-wide 
horse park. There's a lot go¬ 
ing on." MHIB is funded by 
licensing fees from some 700 
horse facilities in the state, 
as well as 15 cents from feed 
manufacturers for every bag 
of horse feed sold. 

An invitation from MHIB 
and MHC to Lieutenant Gov. 
Anthony Brown secured his 


lunchtime address. While 
recognizing the entire equine 
community, he referenced 
Thoroughbred racing and 
breeding, noting the stability 
of the 10-year deal, the success 
of Preakness, and the recover¬ 
ing breeding business. 

He said his first job was 
as a "hotwalker" at Aque¬ 
duct racetrack. His credibility 
thus established, he recited 
a list of industry impacts on 
the state of Maryland: More 
than a half-million acres of 
active horse farms, 16,000 


jobs, a billion-dollar industry, 
intelligent allocation of slots 
revenue, land preservation, 
production of Maryland-bred 
foals for racing at Laurel and 
Pimlico. He didn't rush off. He 
congratulated industry award 
winners, and thanked them 
heartily. 

Agriculture Secretary Earl 
"Buddy" Hance joined dele¬ 
gates and senators presenting 
those awards. Annapolis ap¬ 
peared in alignment, in tune, 
with agriculture-and vice 
versa. And in the case of the 


forum that element of agricul¬ 
ture was horses, much to the 
satisfaction of MHIB chairman 
Jim Steele, MHC president 
Jane Seigler and the many 
sponsors of the event. 

In actuality, a funny thing 
happened on the way to and 
from the forum. 

We learned a lot that we 
didn't know about our equine 
family. Such familiarity holds 
the horse industry together. 
Funny how that works, that 
family feeling, thanks to the 
forum. ^ 



Voler Bar Nuit 
shows speed 
at Thoroughbred show 


It came down to strategy, 
quick thinking, nerves of steel 
and speed in the $5,000 Gam¬ 
bler's Choice class, the rich¬ 
est of 16 classes at the third 
annual Totally Thoroughbred 
Horse Show at Pimlico July 13. 
Maryland-bred Voler Bar Nuit 
zipped around the sun-baked 
jumper course and accumulat¬ 
ed the most points for owner/ 
rider Erica Gaetner to take 
home the $3,000 first prize 
from the class sponsored by 
Hillwood Stable. 

A 13-year-old chestnut 
gelding by Lord Concorde— 


Don't Ask, by Don's Choice, 
Voler Bar Nuit was one of the 
stars of the show exclusively 
for Thoroughbreds conducted 
in the Pimlico infield.

Millionaire’s Club 


There was movement 
on the list of all-time richest 
Maryland-breds this summer 
with the exploits of two of the 
best sprinters in recent years, 
Ben's Cat and Delaunay. 

With his win in the $200,000 
Parx Dash Handicap-G3 July 
12, Ben's Cat pushed past $2 
million, becoming the seventh 
state-bred to reach that mark. 
It was also his 22nd stakes 
win, moving him into a tie 
for second with Safely Kept 
among the all-time leaders. 
Legendary gelding Little Bold 
John tops the list with 25. 

Delaunay reached million¬ 
aire status with his second in 
the Iowa Sprint Handicap in 
late June, and added to the 
coffers by finishing third in the 
Senator Robert C. Byrd Memo¬ 
rial Stakes Aug. 2. 

With $1,020,491 in earnings, 
Delaunay ranks 22nd among 
Maryland-breds, slipping past 
Urbane. He is the sixth mil¬ 
lionaire bred by Robert Meyer- 
hoff (Fitzhugh Farm), joining

Breeder bonus 
opportunities grow 


The Maryland Racing 
Commission approved an ad¬ 
ditional 10 percent bonus 
award to breeders of Mary- 
land-breds by Maryland sires, 
and confirmed that there will 
be a significant increase to the 
Breeder and Stallion bonuses 
on Maryland Million Day 2014. 

The additional 10 percent 
bonus award, for eligible 
Maryland-bred horses by reg¬ 
istered Maryland stallions, 
went into effect with the live 
racing program at the Mary¬ 
land State Fair in August (re¬ 
sulting in a 40 percent bonus, 
the value based on the horse's 
share of the purse). 

For the rest of 2014 the 
current Owner Bonus of 17.5 
percent and Stallion Bonus of 
10 percent will be in place-all 
bonuses are now paid to the 
top three finishers. The Own¬ 
er Bonus is paid on maiden, 
allowance, starter allowance 
($10,000-plus) and claim¬ 
ing races ($10,000-plus). The 


Breeder and Stallion Bonuses 
are paid on all races (stakes 
capped at $100,000). The bo¬ 
nuses on Maryland Million 
Day at Laurel Park on Oct. 18, 
2014, will be increased to 15 
percent to breeders and 5 per¬ 
cent for stallions. 

The changes to the Mary- 
land-bred bonus awards are 
designed to encourage and re¬ 
ward the owners and breeders 
of registered Maryland-bred 
and Maryland-sired horses 
when they race in Maryland. 
The program is evaluated 
semi-annually by the Mary¬ 
land Racing Commission. 

"Maryland breeding and 
racing is seeing resurgence 
with the increased revenue 
from slots just as we hoped," 
said Cricket Goodall, execu¬ 
tive director of the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association. 
"We can see that the enhanced 
bonus awards are being rein¬ 
vested in the horse business in 
the state." ^

Daring Dancer 
delights at Saratoga 

Sagamore Farm's home¬ 
bred 3-year-old filly Daring 
Dancer recorded her second 
graded stakes score from three 
starts this year with a late ral¬ 
ly in Saratoga's Grade 2 Lake 
George Stakes July 23. 

The margin was a head as 
the daughter of Empire Mak¬ 
er completed VAe miles over 
the firm turf in 1:40.92. Taking 
home $120,000, the Graham 
Motion trainee increased her 
earnings to $230,580 by win¬ 
ning for the fourth time in five 
career starts. 

The second foal out of the 
Red Ransom mare Vienna Af¬ 
fair (GB), Daring Dancer is a 
half-sister to Sagamore-bred 
Hamp, winner of Pimlico's 
Henry S. Clark Stakes in April. 
Vienna Affair also has a Mary- 
land-bred 2-year-old Mali¬ 
bu Moon filly named Future 
Show, and foaled a Kitten's 
Joy filly this year in Kentucky. 

In her stakes and 3-year- 
old debut in April, Daring 
Dancer won Keeneland's Ap¬ 


palachian Stakes-G3. She post¬ 
ed two wins at 2, breaking her 
maiden at Laurel Park in Sep¬ 
tember and adding an allow¬ 
ance win at Churchill Downs 
in October. 

Two in a row 
for Awesome Flower 

Ken and Sarah Ramsey's 
Awesome Flower is undefeat¬ 
ed in two trips to Minnesota, 
winning Canterbury Park's 
$100,000 Lady Canterbury 
Stakes for the second year in a 
row July 12. 

Sent off as the 3-1 second 
choice in a field of seven in the 
1-mile race washed off the 
turf, the 5-year-old mare 
closed with a rush over the 
sloppy track to win by three- 
quarters of a length. The 
daughter of Flower Alley 
stopped the clock in 1:38.54. 

Well back early before 
making a four-wide move 
heading into the stretch under 
Francisco Torres, the mud-cov¬ 
ered chestnut streaked to her 
fourth stakes win, and eighth 
win overall. 



It was her second stakes 
win in a row, having taken Pr¬ 
esque Isle Downs' Windward 
Stakes in June, and lifted her 
lifetime earnings to $414,703. 

Bred by Tom and Chris 
Bowman, Milton P. Higgins III 
and Three Chimneys Farm, 
Awesome Flower is the only 
stakes winner for her dam 
Formalities Aside (by Awe¬ 
some Again). Trainer Mike 
Maker claimed her for the 
Ramseys for $30,000 at Gulfst- 
ream Park in her final start of 
2012. She has since earned 
$376,318. 

Ju Ju Eyeballs kicks 
off year with win 
In Klassy Briefcase 

Making her first start since 
finishing third in the Mary¬ 
land Million Distaff Handicap 
last October, Ju Ju Eyeballs 
showed no rust at all, driving 
to a IM-length score in Mon¬ 


mouth Park's Klassy Briefcase 
Stakes July 13. 

The 4-year-old daughter of 
the late Maryland sire Gators 
N Bears, the 2.20-1 favorite in 
the field of 12, flew through 
BVi furlongs on the turf in 
1:01.20, a little over a half-sec¬ 
ond off the course record. 

It was the third stakes win 
at Monmouth Park for the filly 
owned by Mr. Amore Stable 
and trained by Jason Servis. In 
the midst of a five-race win¬ 
ning streak in 2013 she cap¬ 
tured the Crank It Up and Just 
Smashing Stakes. 

Since Servis claimed her for 
$15,000 at Gulfstream Park on 
Dec. 8, 2012, she has not fin¬ 
ished off the board, counting 
six wins, a second and three 
thirds (including additional 
stakes placings in the Jameela 
and Miss Woodford Stakes) in 
10 starts. For her career, she

has seven wins from 14 starts 
for earnings of $247,010. 

Bred by longtime Mary¬ 
land horseman Don Litz and 
his wife Taffy out of their un¬ 
raced Smarten mare Savvy 
Lady, Ju Ju Eyeballs sold for 
$1,700 as a weanling at the 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic De¬ 
cember Mixed Sale. She is the 
12th, and final, foal for her 
dam, whom the Litzes ac¬ 
quired privately in the early 
2000s. 

Madame Giry shows 
her heels to the boys 

Seeking her first win since 
last September's Jameela 
Stakes at Laurel and sport¬ 
ing blinkers for the first time, 
well-traveled Madame Giry 
was sent out by trainer Cam 
Gambolati in Gulfstream 
Park's July 5 $75,000 Bob Um- 
phrey Turf Sprint Stakes. Be¬ 
ing the only female in a field of 
11 did not deter bettors, who 
sent Nutmeg Stable's 5-year- 
old off as the 2.30-1 favorite. 

With Edgar Prado aboard, 
the daughter of Castledale 
(Ire) produced her patented 
late run, rallying down the 
stretch to win by 1}A lengths. 
Her final time for 5 furlongs 
was :55.80 over a course rated 
good. 

"Now she gets to go to 
Saratoga," said Gambolati, 
who has trained Madame Giry 
since purchasing her privately 
as an unraced 2-year-old. In 
four starts at the upstate New 
York track through 2013, she 
had recorded three wins and a 
third. From 22 lifetime starts. 


Madame Giry has eight wins, 
four seconds and two thirds 
while amassing $492,645. 

Madame Giry went on a 
tear her 3-year-old season, 
winning five straight, includ¬ 
ing Belmont Park's Smart N 
Fancy Stakes and Keeneland's 
Buffalo Trace Franklin County 
Stakes.

Bred by Rain tree Thorough¬ 
bred Farm, a Towson, Md.- 
based racing partnership 
headed by Russell Schalk Jr., 
Madame Giry is the final of 
four foals, and only winner, 
for the First Trump mare Ballet 
Partner (GB). 

Joy rockets home 
at Belmont Park 

Dark Hollow Farm's 
4-year-old filly Joy was a late- 
running winner of Belmont 
Park's Perfect Sting Stakes 
July 4, kicking away to score 
by a 3^2 lengths over a yield¬ 
ing turf course. It was the 
second career stakes win for 
the chestnut daughter of Pure 
Prize and the Flatter mare Safe 
Journey. 

Dismissed at 11-1 while 
seeking her first win of the 


year, Joy was reserved in last 
by Irad Ortiz Jr. in the early go¬ 
ing of the 1-miIe test, and 
looped around the field, which 
included a loose horse. 

Trained by Graham Mo¬ 
tion, Joy improved her record 
to four wins, a second and 
three thirds from 15 starts, 
for earnings of $180,810. Her 
stakes efforts include a win 
in last summer's Christiana 
Stakes at Delaware Park and 
a third in Saratoga's Auntie 
Marne Stakes. 

A third-generation home¬ 
bred, Joy is the latest stakes 
performer decending from 
David and JoAnn Hayden's 
foundation mare Safely Home. 


Her winning dam. Safe Jour¬ 
ney, is out of multiple stakes- 
placed $114,923-earner Safe At 
the Plate, a half-sister to Hall 
of Fame Eclipse Award winner 
Safely Kept and graded stakes 
winner and sire Partner's 
Hero. 

Joy is the first foal, and only 
starter, for Safe Journey, who 
has a 3-year-old daughter of 
Not For Love named Flit in 
training with Motion, and a 
2-year-old colt. Combat Diver 
(by Line of David) who sold 
for $100,000 at the Fasig-Tip¬ 
ton Midlantic May sale this 
year. The mare has a yearling 
colt by Archarcharch and a colt 
by Bodemeister this year. ^

Counted among 
those was Princess Perfect, a winner of five of her 14 
starts on the year, including the $60,000 Jersey Girl 
Handicap at Monmouth Park. Quiet Winter Farm 
also bred as well as campaigned Peri Whan, a son of 
Defrere who earned $ 113,520, with three wins and 
three seconds in eight starts, last year at 3. 

Quiet Winter Farm is owned by J. Willard 
Thompson, a long time supporter of the New 
Jersey-bred program. Willard is also a four-time

The Holman Legacy

The death of Joseph W. Holman Jr. this spring, just two years after the passing of 
his wife, Kay, brought an end to the longtime racing and breeding partnership of Maui 
Meadow Farm and the Holmans. 

A familiar face at Philadelphia Park/Parx Racing, Kay Holman was an enthusiastic 
Pennsylvania breeder who raced all of her homebreds, and rarely missed a chance to 
watch them run. Guadalupe Preciado trained most of the Holman/Maui Meadow runners, 
including stakes winners Red Hot Iron and Another Betty, with Don White taking on a 
division starting in 2009. 

Red Hot Iron was a 1992 daughter of Iron. Her dam. Scarlet Alliance (by Maui 
Meadow stallion T. V. Alliance), was one of the first mares of the partnership, a 
relationship that spanned nearly 25 years. The mare earned 1997 PA-Bred champion 
older female honors and was a four-time stakes winner at Philadephia Park, retiring with 
nearly $350,000 in earnings. 

“When Red Hot Iron broke her maiden against Pennsylvania-breds by 5 lengths, we 
were all so excited until we found out we had forgotten to register her as a PA-bred,” 
said Charlie Lyman, who inherited Maui Meadow which was started by his grandfather, 
retired General Charles Lyman. “But Kay didn't get upset-she just said we’d fix it. It took 
awhile, but we eventually got the filly registered though we did have to refund the purse 
money from her maiden win.” 

Kay was as much involved with the foals as she was with the older horses, enjoying 
the youngsters as they romped in the fields at either Ron and Betsy Houghton's Sylmar 
Farm, or at Maui Meadow. 

“She loved to come out to the farm to visit and play with the babies,” said Lyman. 
“She named almost all of them, and loved seeing them grow up as much as she did 
watching them race.” 

Kay attended almost every race, at any track, in which her homebreds competed, 
even when illness slowed her down and she was forced to navigate the clubhouse in her 
wheelchair. 

Everyone who knew Kay Holman agreed: she never did anything halfheartedly. 

“Kate did everything at full bore,” said her friend Dick Ogden, a steeplechase 
steward who Kate met at one of her dog shows. “She especially loved her dogs, and 
hosted national trials for Jack Russell Terriers at their farm, and was usually caring for a 
litter or two of dogs she bred herself. 

“She was always involved in the social aspects of her sports, whether it was 
horseracing, or the point-to-points at Radnor Hunt, or the Devon Horse Show, where she 
and her husband each had a box.” 





Holman Legacy continued 


Joe and Kay Holman married 
in 1967 after being introduced at a 
steeplechase meet, an interest the two 
shared along with the upbringing of 
Kay’s four children, KC, John, Jay and 
Caroline. They purchased 16 acres 
at auction to start their Hi-Bid Farm, 
but the Holmans were determined to 
preserve the Malvern, Pa., area from 
development, so continued to buy 
land surrounding the farm whenever 
it became available. Although Kay was 
never a rider herself, she helped Hi-Bid 
to became a 50-acre horse heaven, 
first for KC’s show ponies, then as a 
boarding stable where KC learned to 
become an upper level rider, who, with 
her mother, ran a succession of well- 
attended horse shows. KC currently 
manages the farm with her own 
daughter, Jess. 

KC was particularly close to her 
stepfather. She and her own family 
lived nearby her parents’ home in 
Malvern, a few minutes from Hi-Bid. 

“I was not really involved in 
racing,” said KC. “I had my ponies, 
then the show horses. All three of 
us really loved working at the farm, 
though, especially Pop, and we all 
loved the animals. 

“When we recently cleaned out my 
parents’ house, I don’t know why, but 


I took Red Hot Iron’s trophy. It seemed 
the right thing to do.” 

Joe Holman was a quiet man, who 
spent much of his time running Lawn 
and Golf Supply Company, which his 
father started in 1937. When he wasn’t 
working in the Phoenixville office, he 
seemed to prefer time working on his 
farm. 

“It was very important to Joe to 
keep the property looking good. He 
wanted it to be kept up for KC,” said 
Ogden. “He could never find anyone 
to mow the grass like he wanted it 
done-after all, he owned a company 
that had all the best equipment.” 

Linda and Dick Gallagher, fellow 
horse owners, met Kay at Philadelphia 
Park 15 years ago. “She made friends 
easily,” said Linda. “We met her in the 
clubhouse where we had box seats, 
and took Kay on her very first trip to 
Saratoga about six years ago. 

“She went with us every year since 
then, and loved to spend mornings 
at the Oklahoma training track just 
watching the horses. We had planned 
to take her to Keeneland with us the 
year she died. It was one of the few 
things in her life that Kay couldn’t 
accomplish.” 

Before Kay died, she had decided 
to upgrade her breeding stock. 


sending her mares to stallions such 
as Medallist and Dance With Ravens. 
Her homebred filly Darn That Raven, by 
Dance With Ravens, became a stakes 
winner two months after her death. 
With Kay’s passing, Joe decided to 
become a more active participant and 
began attending the races with Ogden 
after a six-year hiatus. 

Kay’s horses began running 
under his name, and in the last two 
years before Joe became ill, he was 
able to see the progress of his wife’s 
management. 

According to Ogden any trainer 
would have wanted to have owners 
like the Holmans. “They never second- 
guessed their trainers’ decisions, they 
never complained and never blamed 
the rider,” he said. “As long as the 
horses came back sound, that is all 
Kay wanted.” 

This spring, Hot Smile, trained by 
Don White, was retired and sent to the 
farm. The daughter of their first stakes 
winner Red Hot Iron had won 6 of 37 
starts and $293,822. 

With her retirement, the last of the 
Holman runners left the track. Maui 
Meadow will retain their half of the 
mare, and sell the other share, as part 
of the partnership’s complete dispersal.

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EEPCT: Fulfilling a purpose 
after the racetrack

S usan Schramm has been a 
long time horse enthusiast 
and devoted follower of 
Thoroughbred racing. She recently 
assumed the role of executive 
director of Equine Encore 
Performance (EEP) at Charles Town. 
The organization's mission is to be 
a resource to get ex-racehorses to 
owners who can care for them in 
retirement. 

According to Ms. Schramm. 

"We are determined to serve as a 
network for people that need to 
place horses into new roles from the 
racetrack." 

EEP is not however a "rescue 
operation" and does not possess a 


farm where horses can be filtered to 
once their racing careers are over. 

Owners at Charles Town Races 
have pledged a fee of $2 per start 
to help fund the fledgling operation. 

Schramm stated. "Our goal is 
to educate the responsible party, 
whether it be the owner or trainer, 
help them evaluate the animal and 
then try and help them make the 
appropriate placement. We do 
have a small budget that can help 
lessen transportation costs." 

Thus far in 2014 approximately 50 
horses have found new homes. 

"We are a free-standing 501 
(c) (3) non-profit organization 
and are presently using the HBPA 
office as our physical address." 
added Schramm. "They have been 
extremely cordial, especially Maria 
Catinagni. as we continue the 
educational process of alerting 
horsemen that we are here not 


as a hand-out. but a leg-up in the 
re-purposing process."

Repeating Ms. Schramm's 
comments. Dr. D'Alonzo confirmed 
that EEPCT is trying to develop a 
network of stations where they can 
successfully place horses, while 
providing financial assistance. 

"Since we are in our infancy as 
an organization, available monies 
are quite constricted. We have been 
fortunate though to partner with 
Equine Rescue of Aiken where many 
potential broodmares are finding a 
new beginning." 

Dr. D'Alonzo pointed out that the 
EEPCT was originally founded by a 
vote of the Horsemen's Benevolent 
and Protective Association (HBPA), 
stimulated by Penn National Gaming 
enacting their anti-slaughter policy 
for racetracks. 

The company's policy states, 

"Any horsemen stabled at a Penn 
National Gaming Inc. owned or 
operated horse racing facility who 
knowingly, or without conducting 
proper due diligence, sells a horse 
for slaughter, directly or indirectly, will 
have his or hers stalls revoked and 
may, in addition, be barred from all 
of our racing properties." 

A nice hands-on feature of the 
EEPCT is the ever-present eye of 
not only Dr. D'Alonzo (virtually on 
the backside every race day to 
scrutinize those horses who are 
scheduled to perform that evening) 
and Mary Longerbeam, who can be 
found constantly walking the Charles 
Town barn area in hopes of securing 
horses for the CANTER program. 

CANTER-Communication 
Alliance to Network Thoroughbred 
Ex-Racehorses-was started as a 
solution to help racehorses find new 
careers by connecting buyers and 


sellers through posting racehorses for 
sale on the internet. 

Ms. Longerbeam works in close 
conjunction with CANTER Mid- 
Atlantic and notes that Penn 
National Racecourse and Charles 
Town Races both support their 
Thoroughbred after-care programs. 

Mary expressed that she has 
been involved with CANTER for five 
years and during her tenure has 
been able to create a strong bond 
and atmosphere of trust with local 
trainers. 

"Fortunately for CANTER and 
EEPCT, Thoroughbreds are very 
popular with eventing and horse 


show individuals. There are a lot 
of different disciplines, particularly 
polo clubs, that are attracted to our 
website and hopefully in the near 
future we can expand our reach 
into colleges and/or universities." 

Thoroughbred racehorses 
give so much of themselves on 
the racetrack competing for our 
entertainment and excitement 
that it is nice to know that there are 
devoted people available to assist 
them in the process of re-homing 
and retraining. We need to manage 
the welfare of our former equine 
athletes.

Growth Task Force off to a fast start 


The National Steeplechase Association’s 
new formed Promotion and Growth Task 
Force is committed to attracting new owners 
to the sport, and the organization hit the ground 
running with an advertising campaign that ad¬ 
dressed flat owners at Saratoga Race Course. 

The ads, with the theme, “Jump racing: the 
first second career,” feature Cot Campbell, 
the founder of Dogwood Stable, and Dr. J. 
David Richardson, a prominent flat owner and 
breeder who recently converted stakes winner 
Harrods Creek to steeplechase racing. Both 
Campbell and Dr. Richardson are members 
of The Jockey Club. 

The full-color ads appeared every Saturday 
and Sunday during the Saratoga meet in Sara¬ 
toga Special, a publication that reaches a large 
number of owners and trainers. 

“We wanted the Task Force to have an 
immediate impact, and the Saratoga racing 
season provided an opportunity that could not 
be passed up,” said Task Force Chair William 
J. Price. ''Saratoga Special, published by 
steeplechase community members Joe and 
Sean Clancy, is widely distributed at the track 
and on the backstretch, so we knew it was the 
right vehicle for spreading the word about 
jump racing as the first alternative for a flat 
horse that needs a new career.”

Race meets place year-round emphasis on safety 


A National Steeplechase Association race 
meet is one great day of racing and conviviality 
that raises funds for worthy charities. But the 
planning for these events spans the calendar, 
and one primary emphasis of every race meet 
is safety—of horses, or riders, and of the thou¬ 
sands of patrons. 

The safety planning extends beyond the 
bounds of the calendar. It is a matter of build¬ 
ing long-term relationships with local fire 
departments and emergency medical services 
providers. They are present on the race days, 
but each race meet must be aware of their 
protocols and responsibilities. That requires 
relationship-building over several years. 

Anne Peckham, Radnor Hunt Races’ 
emergency medical services coordinator, has 
worked hard to build those relationships. She 
attends the care providers’ events and strives 
to maintain a strong relationship with service 
providers such as the Malvern Fire Company. 
“It has worked out so well over the years,” 
she said. “They know me, and they trust me.” 

Peckham brings a unique background to 
her volunteer position—she is a registered 
nurse who holds an M.B.A. degree from the 
University of Pennsylvania’s Wharton School 
and is CEO of a medical software company in 
suburban Philadelphia. 

As an outrider, she had witnessed first-hand 
a tragedy, the death of three-day eventing rider 
Keith Taylor at Radnor Hunt in 1998. That 
experience galvanized her determination to 
bring coordination to the emergency medical 
services provided at the Malvern course. 

In 1999, she approached Franny Abbott, 
then Radnor’s race director, and presented 
the idea of a safety program for the spring 
steeplechase race meet. Abbott, who later 
served as the NSA’s president, readily agreed, 
and Peckham has held the coordinator position 
since then. 

Her planning encompassed all aspects of 
emergency care, and her detailed protocols 
have been adopted in whole or in part by 
several other race meets. She has found that

her crisis-management guidelines have been 
most widely adopted. 

Three important principles are speed, mobil¬ 
ity, and having the right people in appropriate 
jobs. Her goal is to have care available to 
any fallen jockey within two minutes of an 
incident. That goal was met when nine riders 
came off their mounts in a 2012 race. 

National Steeplechase Association rules 
require a fully equipped ambulance at each 
race meet, and Radnor of course meets that 
requirement. But it also has available specially 
equipped all-terrain vehicles in case an ambu¬ 
lance cannot readily reach a remote location 
because of weather or ground conditions. 

Like all race meets, Radnor has at 
least one physician on duty. Peckham’s 
protocols mandate a physician with pre¬ 
hospital emergency-care experience. 
“In this country, if you’re hurt from a fall in 
a race, you would rather have an pre-hospital 
experienced physician or a paramedic caring 
for you than a gynecologist,” she said. “You 
have to coordinate the physician and the EMT 
[emergency medical technician] response.”

10years ago 

B Monmouth Park made a formal 
announcement on HaskeU Day that 
it would host the 2007 Breeders' 
Cup. “A statement has been made 
that racing is stiU an important part 
of the economy in New Jersey," 
said Monmouth’s vice-president 
and general manager Bob KuHna.

Management was committed 
over the next three years to hav¬ 
ing the facihty in tip-top shape. . .

better Monmouth Park for years to 
come.’’ 

B The $1 milhon HaskeU launched 
the second season for the nation’s 
top 3-year-olds, but without the 
star of the crop, Smarty Jones, who 
was officiaUy retired six days before 
the race. 

Lion Heart stepped up to make 
a bid as division leader. The chest¬ 
nut son of Tale of the Cat trained 
by Patrick Biancone for Derrick 
Smith and Michael Tabor con¬

A $1.4 million sales 
juvenUe, Lion Heart 
was first sold at the 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
Eastern Fall Yearhng sale 
by his breeder, Joseph 
Greely’s Sabine Stable, 
for $100,000. One of the 
top 2-year-olds the previ¬ 
ous fall. Lion Heart had 
finished second to Smarty 
Jones in the Kentucky 
Derby. 


B The first miUion-dollar 
day in Virginia racing his¬ 
tory was headUned by the 
seventh running of the 
Grade 3 Virginia Derby, 
worth $500,000, at Colo¬ 
nial Downs. Graded for 
the first time, the Derby 
lured Artie SchiUer, sent 
off as the sUght favor¬ 
ite, and Ken and Sarah 
Ramsey’s homebred Kit¬ 
ten’s Joy, both sons of El 
Prado (Ire). Kitten’s Joy 
proved much the best, 
defeating Artie SchiUer by 
nearly 3 lengths. It was a 


“Prado’’ kind of day, as the red colt 
was guided by Edgar Prado, who 
won his third consecutive Virginia 
Derby, foUowed on the heels of 
those of Orchard Park and SUver 
Tree. 

Also on the card was the inau¬ 
gural running of the Virginia 
Oaks for 3-year-old fiUies, won by 
Virginian BiU Backer’s homebred 
Art Fan, and the Grade 3 AU Along 
Breeders’ Cup Stakes, taken by 
Fair HiU-based Film Maker. The 
latter was owned by Courtlandt 
Farms, trained by Graham Motion, 
and ridden by Prado. “The reason 
we came here today was because 
Edgar could ride her and that was a 
huge factor for me,’’ said Motion. 

B Maryland StaUion Station, 
scheduled to begin operation for 
the upcoming breeding season at 
its new faciUty in Glyndon, Md., 
added miUionaire Bowman’s Band 
to the roster. The 6-year-old, a 
graded stakes winner boasting a 
stellar female Une, was to race 
through the end of the season. The 
son of Dixieland Band would 
stand as the property of Martin 
Schwartz and Maryland StaUion 
Station. 


25years ago 

B Safely Kept’s star continued 
to rise —the 3-year-old fiUy 
remained perfect for the year 
when notching her sixth 
consecutive stakes victory in 
Saratoga’s Grade 1 Test, 
getting 7 furlongs in a 
sensational 1:21.40. It was her 
third win in less than a month, 
foUowing the Regret Stakes at 
Monmouth July 4, in which 
she ran the first quarter-mile in 
:20.80, and Belmont’s Prioress 
Stakes-G2, an easy 334-length 
score July 16. 

The accompUshments 
turned the spotUght on her 
Maryland-based sire Horatius, 
who stood his entire career 
at Charles and Cynthia 


McGinnes’ Thornmar Farm in 
Chester town. 

Marty McGee reported that 
“Horatius has long been the 
blue-collar sire of Maryland, 
turning out the useful, hard- 
knocking, claiming-rank kind 
of horses who make up the 
bulk of a typical race program 
in Maryland.’’ 

The 14-year-old syndicated 
stalUon, a soUd handicap horse 
and seven-time stakes winner, 
“has absolutely the most 
wonderful disposition I’ve ever 
seen in a stalUon,’’ said Charles 
McGinnes. “He was such a 
gentleman on the race track 
that there was some concern 
about whether he would 
cover a mare—he’d never been 
studdish at aU.’’ 

Horatius lived to age 31 - 'He 
was lying down napping in the sun 


[on a mild winter day] and never 
got up]’ said Charles McGinnes. 
The chestnut stallion sired 723 
foals. Nearly 80 percent of his 
592 starters won, and he sired 25 
stakes winners. Safely Kept was his 
best, but others included Preakness 
Stakes-GI runner-up Olivers Twist 
and Maryland Million Classic win¬ 
ners Algar and Forry Cow How. 

B A group of local investors 
was moving ahead with plans 
to acquire the Windfields 
Farm property in Chesapeake 
City, Md. The goal was to 
make the purchase, then 
re-divide the 1,813 acres into 
smaUer farms. “People should 
understand that we are not 
buying Windfields Farm. Our 
role is to act as intermediaries, 
and bring in other buyers,’’ 
said Richard Golden.

Miller was to oversee the 
training operation of Harry 
KaHsh, a Philadelphia attorney 
who recently purchased the 
135-acre property and had 
quickly moved in 50 horses 
from his Ada K Stable. 

In an interview with 
Snowden Carter, Miller 
reflected on his life with 
Elkridge, the first horse he 
ever owned and trained. Miller 
bought the racing great as a 
3-year-old in the spring of 
1941 and developed him into 
the world’s greatest money- 
winning steeplechaser. 

When the Maryland-bred 
retired at 13 in 1951 after rac¬ 
ing 11 seasons, he had earned 
$230,680, won 27 stakes and 
was the only horse to have 
won the same stakes five times 
(Delaware Park’s Indian River).

Brennan’s first major 
position was as racing

the region, from the unfamiliar
